WASHINGTON iS RELIEVED 


Calmness of Mexico Over Lind 
Pleases Officlals—Hope from 
Mrs. Lind’s Presence. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 11.—The mes- 
sage of the State Department at 
Washington which John Lind, per- 
sonal representative of President Wil- 
son, has for President Huerta is 
ready for presentation. At least part 
of the State Department’s desires are 
expressed in a document which was 
translated into Spanish to-day.» 

Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the Ameri- 
can Chargé, took steps to-day to as- 
certain whether the Mexican Govern- 
ment would receive the communica- 
tion. That it will do so there is little 
doubt, since it has never expressed 


unwillingness to accept Embassy 
communications, and the receipt of 
this message would not involve the 
reception of Mr. Lind or Dr. William 
Bayard Flale, who also is in Mexico 
on behalf of the State Department. 

All persons concerned in the pres- 
entation of the statement of the atti- 
tude of the United States Government 
toward Mexico are reticent as to its 
character, but there is reason to be- 
lHieve that the first note, if it is ac- 
cepted, will be followed by at least 
one other. The full tmport of Wash- 
fington’s suggestions or demands, how- 
ever, will be left for a still later stage. 

Mexican officials are uncommunica- 
tive regarding the special mission of 
Mr. Lind, but unofficially their atti- 
tude of non-compliance with any plan 
ef interference on the part of the 
United States Government has not 
been altered. 

Mr. Lind and Dr. Hale were in close 
conference for several hours to-day. 
The most of Mr. Lind’s time, however, 
was spent at his hotel, chiefly ‘that 
he might be near Mrs. Lind, who is 
kept to her room by illness. Her in- 
disposition is not serious. The plan to 
lodge Mr. and Mrs. Lind at the em- 
bassy was abandoned, as the building 
is practically dismantled. 

Reporters of several Mexican papers 
tried to interview Mr. Lind at his 
hotel, but they met with little suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Lind stated that he did not have 
the slightest intention of discussing 
affairs regarding Mexico with private 
individuals. He said his business was 
with .official Mexico, and that he 
would be very careful with whom he 
talked. There need be no apprehen- 
sion, he added, that he would embar- 
rass the Government by any indiscre- 


tions of®that sort. 
Mr. Lind was an early riser this 


morning. The sun had not mounted 
high over Mount Popocatepeti before 
he was astir. He took a stroll through 
the park in front of his hotel and 
down San Francisco Avenue before 
the shutters were removed from the 
store windows. 

A few hours later an automobile 
ealled at the hotel and conveyed Mr. 
Lind to the Embassy of the United 
States, where, to the accompaniment 
of hammering of carpenters in adjoin- 
ing rooms, where they were preparing 
the household goods of Henry Lane 
Wilson, the former Ambassador, for 
shipment to the United States, the 

Seis adviser” entered upon his duties, 
taking temporary offices there. 

Federico Gamboa, the new Secretary 
for Foreign Relations, speaking to-day 
with regard to Mr. Lind’s mission, said 
it could scarcely be properly described 
as one of peace, since no war existed 
between Mexico and the United States, 

“T have great faith,” the Secretary 
said, “in the reasonableness of the 
judgment of the United,States, and I 
have the conviction that the difficul- 
ties between Mexico and the T'nited 
States soon will be adjusted.”

EMISSARY KEEPS SILENT.

At the Hotel Lascurain to-night, 
after several hours’ conference with 
the Chargé d’Affaires, Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, at the American Embassy, Mr. 
Lind refused to discuss his plans or 
talk about the Mexican situation at 
all, just as he has done ever since he 
was asked to come here by President 
Wilson. 

The Mexicans and the members of 
the foreign colony of the city alike 
apparently display no interest in the 


presence of President Wilson’s repre- |

Two children and a young man were 
injured last evening when they were run 
dcwn and struck by an automobile fn 
Sterling Place, Brooklyn. One of the 
children, James Namgano, 8 years old, 
of 925 Pacific Street, was removed to 
the Swedish Hospital in a serious con- 
dition.

BESIEGED BY POLICE. 


Dwyer Tries to Imprison Four | 
Women and Sixteen Men All 
Night in Restaurant. 


RESERVES GUARD DOORS 


Healy Tells Patrons Not to Worry, 
and Slips Them Out by Rear 
Exits After Bluffing Police. 


eHaly’s restaurant at Columbus Ave- 
nue and Sixty-sixth Street was placed 
under siege by the police reserves of 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station in 
charge of Inspector Dwyer at 1:15 
o’clock this morning because twenty 
patrons, sixteer. men and four women, 
refused to leave at the 1 A. M. closing 
time. Dwyer stationed guards at all 
the main entrances with instructions to 
prevent any One leaving. He had then 
warned Thomas Healy, the proprietor, 
three times to close his place, and 
threatened to keep the diners there 
until 6 o’clock unless they immediately 
went away. The diners laughed and 
jeered at him. 

At 2:05 o’clock the seige was still on, 
despite the efforts of several of the 
patrons to leave. They found stocky 
policemen guarding the entrances; men 
who wouldn’t listen to what they had 
to say and simply muttered that they 
were working under orders. 

Then -Mr. Healy solved the problem. 
He told all of the diners that if they 
wished to they could slip away by 
means of a back door. Sixteen ac- 
cepted the offer at once and departed. 
The police, it was said, became aware 
that they were leaving before half a 
dozen had gone. However, no very de- 
termined effort was made to stop them. 


Two men and two women remained to 
finish their food at their leisure. 


Wide Open at 1:05 A. M. 


At 1:05 o’clock Healy’s was running 
wide open, despite the assertion of the 
police that he would have to obey 
Mayor Gaynor’s order. The police had 
ordered Healy to close his place, but he 
had refused to obey them, and they 
had withdrawn. 

Healy’s determination to keep his 
restaurant open caused a crowd to col- 
lect about the entrances fifteen minutes 
before the fixed closing hour. At 12:55 
o’clock Mr. Healy closed his bar and 
securely fastened the door with a pad- 
lock. Almost at the same moment a 


policeman entered the main dining 
rooms. 
“All out at 1 o’clock,’’ he announced 

a loud voice. 

Healy stepped up to the bluecoat after 
the announcement was made. 

“All my patrons have been notified 
now,” he said pleasantly. ‘‘ You as a 
policeman have done your duty. Now 
I wish you would leave the place.” 

Healy was careful to see that the last 
drink of liquor was taken from the 
tables at 1 o’clock sharp. There were 
then sixteen persons in the main din- 
ing room, three of them women. 

The policeman who had made the first 
announcement stepped toward the door, 
where he was joined by another blue- 
coat. 

Healy told them to g0 away. 

‘We have already been notified,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ there is no use for you to come 
in again.’’ 

The policemen seemed in doubt when 
they were in turn joined by Acting 
Capt. Hart of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station. It was learned later 
that one of the policemen had signaled 
to him. 


Healy Blocks the Entrance. 


When Healy saw the Captain he got 
in front of him, partly blocking the en- 
trance. 

‘“‘Captain,’’ he said, ‘‘the policemen 
have told me to close. I will not. If 
you try to put my patrons out by force 
I will tell all of them that they have 


cause for civil action for damages.”’ 
“Tf they don’t get out they will be put 
out bodily,’ retorted Hart. 
Healy still blocked the doorway. 
‘““If you must do something, 
me,”’ he said. 
‘*No,” retorted Hart 
put your patrons out.’ 
Healy again reminded the Captain that 
such action would result in several suits 
being instituted against tHe city and 
Hart hesitated. Just when it looked as 
if he was about to order the policemen 
to follow him into the dining rooms to 
put the men and women into the street 
Inspector Dwyer approached. He said 
something to Hart which those on the 
inside could not hear. It brought about 
a complete change of front on the part 
of the Captain. 
““T am to disappoint you,” he said. 
Then he walked away with the In- 
spector. 


More Patrons Enter. 


After Capt. Hart went away three 
men and one woman in the crowd out- 
side entered the dining room and gave 
their orders. Everybody began to 
laugh and talk predicting the end of 


est they called Mayer Gaynor’s “blue 
aw.” 

It was scarcely a minute later that 
Inspector Dwyer reappeared, accom- 
panied by Detective Sergt. Hughes. 
Healy stepped up to him. 

‘“This is my property, Inspector,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and no one but myself has juris- 
diction here.’’ 

“T am acting under orders,’’ replied 
Dwyer, as he went about notifying the 
diners. When they .paid no attention 
to him he started away, asserting that 
he would be back in five minutes with 
the reserves, 

At 1:15 _o’clock Inspector Dwyer re- 
turned. He again ordered the diners 
out, and again was met with smiles. It 
looked as if Healy had won a victory 
and that Dwyer was helpless. Then he 
announced his latest plan. It was said 
that he probably had consulted with 
other police officials higher in author- 
ity when he made the last trip to his 
offices In the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station, 

‘* Unless you go,” he said, “‘ the doors 
will be closed and you will be locked in 
for the night. Men will be stationed 
at the doors and no one will leave here 
ba 6 o'clock.” 

o one went, and then reserves in- 
vested the place. en 

After some of the patrons had made 
unsuccessful efforts to pass the guards 
at the doors things became quiet until 
1:45 o’clock. Then two _ policemen, 
working under orders from Inspector 
Dwyer, attempted to close the doors, 
which had remained wide open. Healy 
compen in front of them. 

“Take your hands off those 
said. . 
Out of the crowd of 500 persons which 
had collected about the restaurant ap- 
pears Inspector Dwyer and Capt. Hart. 

wyer said to the two patrolmen: 

“ Close those doors.” 

_' No, you don’t,” objected Healy, get- 
ting in their way. “This is my prop- 
erty, Inspector. You dare not touch it.” 

anager Kayne of the restaurant 
placed his back against the doors and 
the polleemen were unable to budge 
them.

SUSPECT GANG PLOT 
IN GIRL'S MURDER 


Police Recall a Woman Decoyed 
Lustig to ‘Humpty’ Jack- 
son’s to be Shot. 


The fact that Hungarians from the 
vicinity of Fourteenth Street And Sec- 
ond Avenue held a picnic in Cold Spring 
|Grove on Sunday afternoon, together 
with the knowledge that William Lus- 
tig, who, was shot and wounded in 
‘* Humpty ”’ Jackson's coffee house at 


Fourteenth Street and Third Avenue a| 


week ago by gangsters, had been drawn 
to the place by a telephone message 


|from a girl, suggested to the police last | 
| night that possibly the woman who was! 


found murdered at Inwood on Sunday 
night might have been killed as part 
of a gang plot. 

It is known that the police have been 
hot on the trail of the girl decoy in the 
Lustig case, and it is argued by some 
of the men working on this latest mur- 
der that the gangsters may have feared 
she would reveal the names of all con- 


cerned in the Lustig plot if placed un-! 


der arrest. Also there have been ru- 
mors that Lustig’s decoy would volun- 


tarily seek immunity by divulging the} 


identity of the plotters. Either of these 


reasons, the police assert, would be suf- | 


ficient to cause the gangsters, who hoid 
life cheaply, to pul ner out of the reach 
of the police. 

Under the direction of Capt. Hulse 


of the St. Nicholas Avenue precinct and} 
Acting Capt. Herlihy of the West 125th | 


Street Detective Bureau, a score of de- 
tectives were seeking clues yesterday as 
to the identity of the murdered woman, 
and the police were confident that her 
name would be ascertained within a 
day or so. Last night Coroner Winter- 
bottom directed that an autopsy should 
be performed upon the body at 10 
o’clock this morning at the Bellevue 
morgue. 

The body was found near the junction 
of two paths in the heart of the woods 


on the old Dyckman estate. These paths 
are seldom used by the boatmen who 
moor their craft inthe adioining creek 
or inlet. The murder was discovered on 
Sunday night, because Frank C. Allen 
of 2,493 Valentine Avenue, the Bronx, 
after leaving his motor boat in the inlet, 
decided to avoid the path leading along 
the shore eastward to Broadway, be- 
cause he recollected that rains had 
washed deep gulleys in it. 

It was to the cottage of “‘ Pop” Seeley, 
caretaker of the Dyckman estate, that 
he ran after finding the body, and from 
there a_telephone message was sent 
to the St. Nicholas Avenue Station. 
Patrolman Flynn, who was on duty at 
207th Street and Broadway, was also 
notified, and summoned an ambulance 
im the Washington Heights Hos- 


Find Murderer’s Knife. 


Until daybreak reserves from the St. 
Nicholas Avenue Station searched the 
thickets and underbrush with lanterns, 
seeking the weapon used by the mur- 
derer, or anything else that could be 
used to trace him. The search continued 


throughout the forenoon yesterday after 
Capt. Herlihy and Detective "Gera? 
Louis Hyman took charge of the case. 
At noon Mounted Patrolman Charles F. 
Hughes of the St. Nicholas Avenue Sta- 
tion found a bloodstained jackknife with 
an old-fashioned horn handle, hidden 
in a clump of bushes some ten feet from 
where the body lay. 

A little later Capt. Herlihy picked u 
& woman’s blood-stained handkerchief. 
The handkerchief bore no monogram or 
other mark. The knife was covered 
with blood, and had a single blade, 2% 
inches in length. Later one of the de- 
tectives aiding in the search picked up 
a cobbler’s iron last, which bore stains 
which might be either rust or dried 
blood. An empty bottle which had once 
contained a patent medicine was also 
found a short distance from the body, 
but it was not thought that it had any 
connection with the tnurder. In the 
centre of a clump of bushes which had 
been trodden down Capt. Herlihy picked 
up two cheap shell hairpins set with 
imitation diamonds, and many of the 
ordinary wire variety. 

At 10°20 o'clock yesterday morning 
the Coroner allowed the police to take 
the body to the St. Nicholas Avenue 
Station, where the detectives made Ber- 
tillon measurements of it. At the sta- 
tion Capt. Herlihy removed from the 
woman’s fingers a few strands of short 
brown hair, which had been pulled out 
by the roots. water the body was re- 
meved to the Harlem Morgue at the 
foot of Fast 120th Street. It was sent 
last night to the Bellevue Morgue for 
the autopsy this morning. 

The body had been much mutilated. 
The head was severed almost from the 
trunk. Under the chin were three deep 
gashes, and there were cuts on both 
cheeks, The hands and wrists of the 
murdered woman were deeply cut, as 
though she had attempted to wrest the 
jackknife from her assailant. On the 
top of her head was a deep wound, in- 
flicted seemingly by some blunt instru- 
ment. Capt. ints said later that 
such a wound could have been inflicted 
with the cobbler’s last which was found 
near the body. 


Saw Man and Woman Quarreling. 


While the body was lying at the St. 
Nicholas Avenue station house, John J. 
Fitzgerald, a United States Customs In- 
spector, of 213th Street and Columbus 
Avenue, visited the station and told 
Capt. Hulse that at 7 o’clock on Sunday 


evening he had seen a man and woman 
walking in the direction of the grove and 
that they appeared to be quarreling. He 
said that the man was short and stocky 
and wore a dark suit and a gray, soft 
felt hat. Fitzgerald examined the body 
of the murdered woman, but was unable 
to identify it as that of one of the per- 
sons he had seen. 

Edward Smith of Nicoll Place, which 
is near the point where the murder was 
discovered, told the reporters yesterday 
afternoon that while playing pinochle 
with some friends at his home on Sun- 
day night he heard a shriek from the 
direction of the woods. This was at 
8:30 o’clock. One of the party remarked 
that it was the screech of an owl, scores 
of which infest the woods, and no more 
attention was paid to it. In the inlet at 
the foot of the wooded hill upon. which 
the murder was committed, a fleet of 
pleasure craft Hes at anchor, and upon 
many of the boats the owners are spend- 
ing the Summer. None of them heard 
ony. unusual sounds on Sunday night 
until after the murder was discovered. 

The police = of the opinion that 
the murdered woman is a Slav. Hun- 
prs from the ‘vicinity of Second 

venue and Twelfth Street held a pic- 
nic in the grove on Sunday afternoon 
and their raistering did not stop until 
heavy showers in the evéning, drove 
them to shelter. A few stayed near 
the grove under the cover of some of 
the ramshackle boathouses on the shore 
of the inlet and were seen to re-enter 
the woods later where they had hidden 
a few kegs of beer. It was after the 
evening rain that the murder was com- 
mitted, as the clothing worn by_ the 
dead woman was dry when her body 
was discovered. The rain, which was 
stopped at ht o'clock. 


FARLEY, ILLON A COT, 
SEES HIS HORSE LOSE

Strikebreaker, Dying of Con- 
sumption, So Weak He Has 
to Sleep on the Field. 


For several days spectators of the rac- 
ing at the Empire City track, at Yonk- 
ers, have noticed that a man, appar- 
'ently greatly weakened by disease, has 
watched the horses from a cot at a van- 
tage point near the rail. He was taken 
|to the track on last Thursday morning, 
and every effort was made then to hide 
his identity. Two physicians and two 
nurses accompanied him. 

It became known yesterday that the 
man was James Farley, leader of 
strikebreakers, and that he was des- 
perately ill of tuberculosis. He owns 
many race horses, and his presence at 
the Empire City track is in response to 
his request that he be allowed to look 
|on once more while his favorite horse, 
Billie Miller, a trotter, competed there. 
|Mr. Farley, it was said, had been liv- 
jing at the Hotel Astor in this city, and, 
notwithstanding hig failing health, ar- 
ranged to have his horse entered in the 
race on Thursday. The night before 
the race he called his physicians to him 
and told them that, whatever might be 
the consequences, he wanted to see the 
contest. They protested, but Mr. Far- 
ley was obdurate. Finally it was de- 
cided that the best course was to let 
him have his way. So early on Thurs- 
day morning an ambulance drove up to 
the Astor and Mr. Farlev was put into 
it.

|bit wanly and replied: ‘‘ My horses are 
all I have to live for now.’’ 

Mr. Farley was born thirty-nine years 
ago at Malone, N. Y. He came into 
prominence first as a strikebreaker in 
1895, and in the fifteen years that fol- 
lowed it was said he accumulated a for- 
tune. He established a breeding farm 
at Plattsburg, N. Y., where he lived 
with his mother and sisters. He is un- 
marricd. 

He has always said that he was not 
an enemy of crganized labor, and that 
he refused to go into strikes where the 
men were underpaid. Once he refused 
to assist the.New Jersey Public Service 
Corporation, telling the officials of the 
company that their men were under- 
paid. On the other hand, he broke the 
Tnterborough strike in this city, netting 
$300,000 for himself, it was said. He 
has also broken strikes ‘in_ Chicago, 
Cincinnati, San Francisco, Waterbury, 
and many other cities in this country 
and Canada.

Machine Is Destroyed, but Miss 
Nicoll Escapes Serious Injury. 


SOUTHAMPTON, L. I., Aug. 11.—

BROKER HELD FOR LARCENY 


Nassauer Is Accused In Deal In- 


volving $16,000 In Bonds. 


Gustav Nassafier, a broker living in 
the Bordeaux apartment, 539 Riverside 
Drive, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
on @ warrant charging him with the 
larceny of $16,000 worth of bonds, and 
was held in $10,000 bail by Magistrate 
Barlow in the Tombs Court.

Mr. Levy moved that the resolu- 
tion be taken up for consideration this 
morning. Assemblyman Hinman offer- 
ed as a substitute that consideration be 
deferred until next Monday evening. 
This was defeated by a vote of 39 to 62. 
The Levy motion was carried by a vote 
of 64 to 30. This was just before 1 
o'clock this morning. The House then 
adjourned to meet at 11 A. M. 

A general report was current among 
Senators and Assemblymen early this 
morning that friends of Gov. eee 
were endeavoring to obtain an injunc- 
tion to estop the Legislature at its ses- 
sion to-éay from consideration of the 
impeachment proceedings. 

There were present at last night’s | 
session fewer than 100 of the 150 mem- 
bers of the lower house. Some of them 
showed fight. The spirit of belllgerency 
transcended party Hnes. There was no 
doubt that any attempt to force im- 
mediate action would have ended: in 
disaster for the Governor's enemies. | 

The leaders of the majority in both | 
houses of the Legislature, however, de- 
clared after the two houses had ad- 
journed an hour after midnight that 
they were ready to go through with 
their programme of throwing the Gov- 
ernor into the political discard. 

The impeachment resolution was in- 
troduced in the Assembly after a pre- 
liminary report of the Frawley investi- 
gating committee, submitting the dis- 


closures regarding unacknowledged con- 
tributions to the Sulzar campaign fund 
and the Governor’s alleged speculations 
in Wall Street had been introduced and 
adopted by a vote of 65 to 35. 

The report reviewed all the evidence 
brought out at the hearings with regard 
to the Sulzer campaign fund, but did not 
rest the case on the Governor’s failure 
to comply with the provisions of the 
Corrupt Practices act or his alleged use 
of campaign contributions for stock 
speculation in Wall Street. It went fur- 
ther and referred to the Governor’s use 
of patronage ana his veto power to re- 
ward the friends and punish the oppo- 
nents of his Dtrect Nominations bill. 
Several weeks ago the Frawley commit- 
tee gathered considerable testimony 
bearing on this particular charge. 

The findings of the committee are 
printed in full elsewhere in THE Timbs. 
The committee’s report does not de- 
mand the impeachment of Gov. Sulzer, 
but urges action either by the Legis- 
lature, or the courts. 

“We submit to the Senate and As- 
sembly that the facts above stated are 
sufficiently serious in character and 
are so violative of the laws of this 
State and the rules of fitness for and 
conduct in high office, that the public 
ineterests demand some action,in refer- 
ence thereto whether through the exwr- 
cise of powers of the Legislature, or by 
referring the facts and evidence to other 
duly constituted officers charged with 
duties in respect thereof,” says the 
committee in its report.

The Governor Is Accused of Making False Statements of Campaign Contributions, Diverting Some 


of These to the Purchase of Stock, Speculating in Stocks While Pressing Anti - Exchange 


Legislation, and Using His Office to Gain Support for Favorite Measures—Action 
by the Legislature, or Other ‘‘ Duly Constituted Authorities,’’ Urged. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Aug. 11.—Here is the report 
of the Frawley Committee in full: 

The Joint Legislative Investigating 
Committee heretofore appointed with 
power, among other things, to investi- 
gate into, ascertain and report at this 
extraordinary session upon al! expendi- 


tures made by any candidate voted a 


at the last preceding election by the 
electors of the whole State and upon all 
statements made by and on behalf of | 
any such candidate for moneys or things 
of value received or paid out in aid of 
his elections, and their compliance with 
the present requirements of law relative 
thereto, does hereby report as follows: 

That this committee has held public 
hearings, taken sworn testimony and in- 
vestigated generally the specific matters 
above referred to; and this committee is 
of the opinion that said hearings and the 
evidence given thereat, have disciosed 
such unlawful conduct by one candidate 
at the last general election as to war- 
rant and require an immediate and sep- 
arate report in respect thereto, in order 
that the Legislature may take such ac- 
tion thereon at this extraordinary ses- 
sion as the public interests and welfare 
demand. 

William Sulzer, a candidate for Gov- 
ernor at the last preceding election and 
now Governor of this State, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the s0- 
calleé corrupt vractices article of the 
election law, and the statutes in, rela+ 
tion to campaign contributions and ex- 
penses, filed on Nov. 138, 1912, a state- 
ment under oath, setting forth Sin effect 
that all the money received by him in 


aid of his election, directly or indirect- 
ly, as candidate of the Democratic Party 
for the office of Governor of the State 
of New York, in connection with the 
eneral election held in the State of 
New York on the 5th day of Novem- 
ber, 1912, was the-sum of $5,460, and 
no more. The following is the oath 
made and filed with the Secretary of 
State by William Sulzer:

the checks for some of these conceded 
contributions were first indorsed in the 
name of William Sulzer and thereafter 
A. Sarecky for 
deposit in the Mutual Alliance Trust 
Company at 35 Wall Street, New_York 
City. There was also produced before 
the committee at its first hearing on this 
subject, a check for $2,500 for acob_ a

The origins] deposit slips with the Mu- 
tual Alliance Trust Company for said 
period were also produced before your 
committee, and inStead of showing that 
contributions had been received from 
sixty-eight persons, aggregating in 
amount $5,640, the fact was that there 
had been deposited ninety-four checks 
from various contributors, together with 
a sum in cash or currency of between 
$1,500 and $2,000, 

At this same hearing there was also 
produced before your committee a per- 
sonal check for campaign contribution 
by William F. McCombs, then Chairman 
of the Democratic Committee, for $500 
to the order of William Sulzer, there- 
after deyfosited by Sarecky in the Mu- 
tual AlliAnce Trust Company and not 
reported ty William Sulzer in his state- 
ment sworn to Nov. 138, 1912. 

There was further’ produced at said 
hearing in New York City_a check by

We submit to the Senate and Assem- 
bly that the facts above stated are suf- 
ficiently sérious in character and are 
so violative of laws of this State and 
the rules of fitness for and conduct In 
high office, that the public interests 
demand some action in reference there- 
to, whether through the exercise of pow- 
ers of the Legislature, or by referring 
the facts and evidence to other duly 
constituted officers charged with duties 
in Fespect thereof. 


Has More Evidence. 


There is in the possession of this com- 
mittee further authentic information of 
other similar evidence in respect to the 
subject of this report, as strong in 
quality and In the large amounts in- 
volved as that on which sworn testi- 
mony has already been given. 

This committee, therefore, has not 
completed its investigation -either on 
this subject or others covered by the 
resolutions nuder which itis acting, but 
it has felt that the revelations set forth

We submit to the Legislature that it

The questions here involved are vital | 
to clean government. They are above 
party or partisanship. They are vital 
to the citizens of the State and call for 
prompt and well-considered action.

This is from Mr. Justice Story’s 
‘Commentaries on the Constitution of 
the United States ’”’: 

The object of prosecutions of this sort is 
to reach high and potent offenders, such 
as might be presumed to escape punish- 
ment in the ordinary tribunals, either from 
their own extraordinary influence or’ from 
the imperfect organization and powers of 
those tribunals. The prosecutions are, 
therefore, conducted by the representa- 
tives of the nation (or State) in their pub- 
Iie capacity, in the face of the nation, and 
upon a responsibility which is at once felt 
and reverenced by the whole community. 

To which it may be added that the 

Constitution of the State of New York 
does not attempt to define or HMmit in 
any way the offenses for which a Goy- 
ernor may be impeached; does not even 
restrict such high and solemn proceed- 
ings to crimes or misdemeanors alleged 
to have been committed by the im- 
peached during his actual term of of- 
fice, and does not confine the jurisdic- 
tion of the court of impeachment to 
offenses indictable under ordinary erim- 
inal procedure. 

Conscious innocence, fortified by the 
proof of rectitude and spurning the idea 
of evasion by technicalities, could ask 
no swifter or surer instrument for the 
restoration of public confidence than is 
afforded to William Sulzer by the 
process described above by Joseph 
Story. 


Says Sulzer Should Welcome Trial.

HENNESSY ATTACKS 
MURPHY HENCHME 


Workhouse Record of Frawley’s 
Aid, Horgan, Read Into Min- 
utes at Sulzer Inquiry. 


WANTS FRAWLEY ON STAND 


Threat of Contempt Proceedings to 
Force Testimony—Delaney and 


Fitzpatrick Grilled. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Aug. 11.—The opening ses- 
sion to-day of the special investigation 
of the State Departments by John A. 
Hennessy, Gov, Sulzer’s Special Com- 
missioner, was devoted largely to an at- 
tempt to discredit Matthew T. Horgan, 
who, as secretary to the Frawley In- 
vestigating Committee, has been instru- 
mental in bringing to Nght many of the 
disclosures which threaten to lead to 
the impeachment of the Governor. 

As @ net result of the opening hearing 
immediate recourse will be had to the 
courts to procure the testimony of Sen- 
ator James J. Frawley, Chairman of the 
Frawley Investigating Committee, and 
for the punishment of Horgan, for con- 
tempt in refusing to honor Commis- 
sioner Hennessy’s subpoena. Mr. Hor- 
gan is a deputy in the State Depart- 
ment of Efficiency and Economy, but 
obtained a leave of absence to assist} 
Eugene Lamb Richards, counsel to the 
Frawley committee. 

Mr. Hennessy said he would under- 
take to subject to examination various 
witnesses who have testified before the 
Frawley committee and intimated that 
the courts might be invoked to pass 
judgment on certain perjury charges. 

Mr. Horgan had been summoned as a 
witness, but did not respond, although 
he was at the Capitol. Mr. Hennessy 
received a letter from Chairman Fraw- 
ley yesterday, informing him that, as 
Mr. Horgan was busily engaged in work 
to which he had been assigned by the 
legislative committee, he would not obey 
the summons issued by Mr. Hennessy. 
Senator Frawley in his letter contested 
the right of the Governor‘s commis- 
sioner to divert Mr. Horgan from the 
important work in which he was en- 
gaged. 

Mr. Hennessy read into the tecord a 
number of affidavits and ,statements 
showing that Mr. Horgan hdd been ar- 
rested six times, that he had been sen- 
tenced four times as a disorderly per- 
son, and that he had served in the 
Workhouse on Blackwell’s Island under 
sentences imposed by Magistrates Brann 
and Flammer. Magistrate Brann, ac- 
cording to the record read by Mr. Hen- 
nessy, sent Horgan to the Workhouse 
for three months, while Magistrate 
Flammer sent him for six months. Of 
the first term, in 1899, Horgan, accord- 
ing to Hennessy, served only ten days. 
The last time, in 1900, he served four 
months and twenty days. In December, 
1902, according to Hennessy, he was 
found guilty of violations of Section 1638 
of the Penal Law—certifying falsely to 
public records. In May, 1904, he was 
found guilty of assault in the third de- 
gree on complaint of his wife. 

Admits Record Is Correct.

City had thoroughly investigated his 
record, he had been permitted to take a 
competitive examination, under which 
he had served as Financial Clerk in the 
Controller’s office in New York City, 
as court attendent in the Seventh Dis- 
trict Court, and as a cashier in the 
Fire Department in Brooklyn 
Queens, a position he held until last 
year, when he beeame identified with the 
management of Gov. Sulzer’s campaign. 
The Governor thought well enough of 
Mr. Horgan to recommend him for a po- 
sition on his committee of inquiry which 
made an investigation of the State de- 
partments soon after the Governor took 
office. 

“Tt has been clearly established here,” 
said Commissioner Hennessy at the in- 
quiry, ‘‘that Matthew T. Horgan, As- 
sistant Commissioner of Efficiency and 
Economy, was convicted six times. It 
has been established by the records 
eertified from the Civil Service Commis- 
sion that, in faking his examinations 
for other positions after his convictions, 
he swore he never had been convicted, 
but that he had pleaded guilty once 
to a misdemeanor, whereas, as a mat- 
ter of fact, in that particular case, he 
went to trial and was convicted of 
falsely certifying to an official docu- 
ment.”” 

Commissioner Hennessv added that he 
would adjourn the hearings indefinitely 
until he could make a test case through 
the medium of .contempt proceedings 
against Horgan in the Supreme Court, 
“so that we may learn by this test 
case whether we have the authority to 
subpoena Senator James J. Frawley to 
testify in respect of matters that may 
he vital to him and to the interests of 
the State.”’ 

Commissioner Hennessy refused to 
say why he wanted Senator Frawley as 
a witness. Mr. Horgan to-night made 
this statement: 


Due to Domestic Trouble. 


Gov. Sulzer is indeed desperate 
when he goes back to my early mar- 
ried life to attack me. As a result of 
the condition of my domestic affairs, 
I was arrested geveral times. At no 
time was it ever charged that I com- 
mitted any crimes or robberies or 
embezzlements or breaches of trust, 
Nothing has ever been charged 
against my honesty. 

For the last ten years I have en- 
deavored to lead an. exemplary life, 
and I have not touched a drop of 
liquor. ‘I have kept a home for my 
children, and worked honestly to 
make a living for my family and my-

I deny that I ever gave a false cer- 


tificate to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Mr. Hennessey says that I cer- 
tified to pleading guilty to a violation 
of the penal code, Section 163, which 
is a misdemeanor, mm relation to cer- 
tifying as a Commissioner of Deeds 
in a political primary contest.

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POWERS AT ODDS 
OVER THE BALKANS 


Austria Angry with the Kaiser 
and France Has Given 
Offense to Russia. 


VIENNA IS VERY UNEASY 


Germany and France Want the 
Bucharest Treaty to Stand; Other 
Powers Want It Revised. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Téle- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Tuesday, Aug. 12.—The 
Daily Chronicle’s Vienna correspon- 
dent wires, under yesterday’s date: 

“A dark cloud has been’ hanging 
for some time over the Triple Alli- 
ance, and anxiety is shown in well- 
informed quarters about the develop- 
ment of the dissensions that have 
arisen between Austria and Germany 
and, to some extent, Italy. 

“The origin of these differences is 
characterized by an utterange of the 
German Emperor, who is alleged to 
have said: ‘I don’t like Austria to 
rattle with my sword.’ 

“Whether this is true or not, the 
fact Is that the recent course of Aus- 
tria’s policy, particularly her cam- 
paign for a revision of the Bucharest 
Treaty, was taken without agreement 
with Germany, and even with German 
disapproval. 

“The Kaliser’s congratulatory tele- 
gram to King Charles, his decoration 
of Premier Majoresco, and his making 
- King Constantine a Field Marshal in 
the German Army were visible ex- 
pressions of the new direction in 
which German policy is going in 
Balkan questions. 

“All this is causing great uneasi- 
ness in Vienna. Count Berchtold’s 
policy finds little appreciation in Ber- 
lin, and his position has become pre- 
carious.” 

Both Austria and Russia are anx- 
fous that Bulgaria shall not be un- 
duly weakened by her victorious ene- 
mies, and it is announced that they 
have reserved the right to revise the 
peace treaty. 

Germany and France are opposed 
to any revision and want the peace 
now concluded to be made final. 

Germany’s attitude is plainly indi- 
cated by King Charles’s telegram to 
the Kaiser: ‘‘ Thanks to you, it re- 
mains a definite ppace.’”’ The Vien- 
nese press denounces hotly the Kai- 
ser’s interference. 

Russia, on her side, finds fault with 
France for taking her stand with 
Germany against revision. The Novoe 
Vremya says France, in pursuit of 
chimeras, is sacrificing her alliance 
with Russia. 

The dissensions among the great 
powers are all to the advantage of 
Turkey, who declares that she will 
not evacuate Adrianople, despite 
statements in various quarters that 
the Concert of Europe will make the 
Treaty of London respected. 

SOFIA, Aug. 11.—King Ferdinand to- 
day issued a pathetic address to his 
army. 

The King thanks his soldiers for the 
bravery and devotion they displayed 
in the war against ‘‘the treacherous 
allies,’’ and declared that their efforts 
would have been crowned with success, 
“had not a series of unforeseen politi- 
cal circumstances paralyzed our 
strength.”’ 

“Pressed on all sides,” the address 
continues, “ we were obliged to sign the 
Treaty of Bucharest, our country not 
being in a condition to struggle against 
five neighbors. Exhausted and tired, 
but not conquered, we had to furl our 
glorious standards until better days.

Workmen’s Organizations 
Milan Want ‘to End the 
‘Capitalistic Oligarchy.’

[LITTLE RESPONSE SO FAR 


Few Workmen In Rome Join the 
Movement, but Troops Are Held in 
Readiness to Quell Disorder. 


MILAN, Aug. 11—A general strike 
throughout Italy was proclaimed in a 
manifesto issued to-day by the Syndica- 
list and Socialist workmen’s organiza- | 
tions here.. The manifesto urges all 
workmen’s unions to take immediate ac- 
tion, and to carry on the strike to the 
bitter end. 

According to dispatches received here 
from Pisa and other places the work- 
men have made only a feeble response 
to the call for a general strike. 

Important sections of the workmen 
are opposed to a strike on the ground 
that it would be disproportionate to the 
objects sought by the local workmen. 
Even in Milan, some of the strikers, un- 
able to’ get along without their wages 
or discouraged at the outlook’ for the 
strike, returned to the factories to-day. 
These men caused several clashes with 
and 
found after all that the proprietors were 
not prepared to resume operations. All 
the striking bakers, however, returned 
to work to-day. 

Another meeting, attended by 30,000 
strikers, was held to-day. It was voted 
to continue the strike, and the hope was 
expressed that support would be given 
to the movement by a national strike 
to-morrow. The speeches were inflam- 
matory, the orators charging that the 
police were committing all kinds of out- 
rages against prisoners and their fam- 
ilies. One speaker said he saw the 


child of a man who was arrested killed 
by ‘‘ bloodthirsty policemen.’’ 

Some of the leaders of the _ strike 
movement are preaching revolution, 
saying: 

“We-do not wish to follow the ex- 
ample of America, where certain strikes 
have lasted as long as eighteen months 
because the strikers received wages 
from the unions, but ended in moral and 
financial disaster, while here the strik- 
ers do not claim only economic ad- 
vantages, but aim at the subversion of 
the present basis of capitalistic oligar- 
chy. The strike must, therefore, be- 
come a kind of national earthquake, 
overthrowing the social organization 
resting on the exploitation of the work- 
ers for private advantage.”’ 

Owing to the energy with which the 
troops and the police have acted, con- 
siderably over 100 street cars were run- 
ning on the various lines this morning. | 

At Chiaravalle, about three miles out- 
side Milan, a striker lay down across 
the tracks in front of an approaching 
passenger train. The engineer was just 
able to stop the train before it reached 


the train crew to strike. The station 
master seized the man, some of whose | 
comrades intervened and beat the offi- 
cial. A detachment of carabineers then 
came on the scene and arrested all the 
strikers present. 


ROME, Aug. 11.—The police to-day 
prevented the posting of the manifesto 
issued in Milan calling for a general 
strike.

Who is behind this suspected move- 
ment the President is not prepared to 
say; in fact, he apparently has no di- 
rect information showing the sources 
from which the alleged lobby derives its 
support. This supposed movement is 
not troubling the Administration very 
much, as it is not regarded as exten- 
sive. It has been guilty of putting 
forth misrepresentations, however, , of- 
ficlals say, and these have caused ‘the 
President some trouble in hig handling 
of the Mexican situation. 


Americans in Little Danger. 


If anything, the condition of public 
feeling in Mexico, so far as Americans 
there are concerned, is decidedly im- 
proved according to official reports.

ENGLAND EXPLAINS COURSE 


Says Huerta Government Was Ac-

LONDON, Aug. 11.—The British Gov- 
ernment, nettled by the comment of cer- 
tain American newspapers concerning 
Great Britain’s recognition of President 
Huerta of Mexico, declares that the com- 
ment is based on a misconception of 
facts.

Heredity ’’ was the subject of a 
paper read to the congress to-day by 
Prof, William Bateson, who was Silli- 
man lecturer at Yale University in 1907 
and formerly Professor of Biology at 
Cambridge ‘University.

Siology knew that the real cause of the 
spread of lunacy lay in the preservation 
of definite strains in their midst. Eng- 
land’s new Mental Deficiency bill was a 
beginning of reform on the lines of 
heredity, said the lecturer, but he added: 

T should be sorry to see adopted the 
violent methods put into use in some 
parts of the United States. It is one 
thing to check the reproduction of hope- 
less defectives, but another to organize 
wholesale tampering with the structure 
of the population, such as will follow 
if any marriage not regarded by of- 
ficlals as eugenic is liable to prohibi- 
tion. Nothing yet ascertained by 
genetic science justifies such a course, 
and we may well wonder how genius 
and the arts will fare in a community 
constructed according to the ideas of 
such legislators as we are told pro- 
pese this measure in Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey.” 

Pointing out that the word “dull” 
was of the same origin ag the Dutch 
word ‘doll,’ meaning ‘‘ mad,” - Prof. 
Bateson said: 

“I anticipate that, connected as the 
ideas may be, we might by ridding our 
community of maniacs leave it grave- 
ly_infected with, dullness.’ 

Dr. Benno Laguer of Wiesbaden took 
the view that parental alcoholism was 
responsible for much of the degeneracy 
of ehildren. and urged that all coun- 
tries should establish alcoholic research 
institutes like those of the United States. 

Dr. William Henry Willcox, senior 
scientific analyst to the Home Office, 
dwelt on the dangers of overdoses of 
veronal. He said that it was quite easy 
for a severe case of veronal poisoning to 
be emistaken for pneumonia. 

Dr. John Frederick Ridlon of Chicago 
contributed a paper to the Orthopedic 
Section dealing with the mechanical 
treatment of tubercular joints. He ex- 
pressed the belief that very few cases 
of hip disease required operative treat- 
ment of any kind. 

Dr. George W. Crile of Cleveland read 
a paper on “Shock” in the Pathology 
Section. 


Malingering Under New Act.-

malingering under the British Insurance | 


act was discussed in a paper read by 
Sir John Collie. : 

Sir’ John, who is a member of the 
Government Advisory Committee on the 
National Insurance act, said he thought 
that the accusations brought against 
workingmen of malingering were exag- 
gerated. The vast majority of those who 
gavethe impression that they were sham- 
ming were, said Sir John, those of poor 
physique, whose standard of health was 
at best far below the normal. This was 
especially true in the case of women, of 
whom 4,000,000 had been compulsorily 
insured. Thousands of the insured wo- 
men, said Sir John, were wholly unfit, 
and would be permanent beneficiaries 
of the sickness benefit funds. 

An infinitely larger class than the 
out-and-out malingerers, according to 
the lecturer, consisted of patients of 
pessimistic temperament and mental 
cowardice, and the proper supervision 
of these on the part of the doctors 
would save many millions of pounds to 
the nation. 

The question of malingering had, con- 
cluded Sir John, resclved itself into a 
battle in which the doctor was mostly 
triumphant. X-rays had often been suc- 
cessfully used on the malingerers.

LONDON, Tuesday, Aug. 12.—The 
Daily Chronicle in an editorial to-day 
says it considers President Wilson’s de- 
mand that President Huerta renounce 
the Presidency of Mexico a curious ex- 
periment in foreign diplomacy, and one 
scarcely likely to be carried through 
easily. 

‘“‘A proud race like the Mexicans, and 
the President with a fairly strong back- 
ing,’’ the editorial says, ‘‘are very un- 
likely to surrender, and we doubt if the 
United States would really care to face 
the stupendous task of reducing Mexico 
by force of arms. Mr. Wilson's de- 
mand for a general election almost 


borders on the ludicrous, because there 
is no such thing in Mexico as an elec- 


tion by ballot, as the ballot is under- 
stood in great democratic countries.” 


Arguing that it is impossible for Mex- 
ico to obtain money until the United 
States Gqvernment recognizes Huerta, 
and that without money the country is 
bound to drift into anarchy, The Chron- 
icle considers that the best and safest 
course would be to recognize Huerta 
and give his Government an opportunity 
to redeem his pledges of progress. If he 
fails, it adds, the time will come for 
stronger action. 

The Daily Mail says that, with the 
awful welter of war and barbarism just 
patched up at Bucharest, the American 
statesman has every reason to cling to 
diplomacy as long as possible before re- 
sorting to force, and that if President 
Huerta is wise he will treat John Lind 
courteously, because the attitude of 
Washington will be largely determined 
by Mr. Lind’s report. 

“The United States cannot look on 
unmoved for an indefinite period,’’ con- 
tinues The Daily Mail, ‘‘ while a dic- 
tator is disarming or destroying his op- 
ponents and gradually establishing more 
or less of a beneficent despotism.

WILSON INDORSES MEASURE 


Bankers More Friendly, the Presi- 
dent Says—Caucus to Debzte 
It All This Week.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The third 
stage of the Administration programme 
for the enactment of banking and cur- 
rency legislation in the special session 
of Congress was reached to-day, when 
the Glass-Owen Currency bill, as modi- 
fied by the Democratic members of the 
House Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, was submitted to a caucus of the 
Democratic members of the House for 
consideration and approval. The caucus 
‘will devote practically all of this week 
to considering the measure. 

That the caucus will approve the bill, 
Fractically in the form in which it was 
submitted, and adopt a resolution mak- 
ing it binding upon the Democratic 
Representatives to vote for it, is the 
conviction of the House leaders to-night. 
Attempts will be made by Representa- 
tives Henry of Texas, Neeley of Kansas, 
Eagle of Texas, Ragsdale of South 
Carolina, and Wingo of Arkansas, to 
amend the bill in caucus, but there will 
be an easy majority supporting the bill, 
and the more radical amendments of 
the so-called ‘“‘insurgents’’ will be de- 
feated. 

An attempt was made by the insur- 
gent Democrats of the Banking and 
Currency Committee to have the caucus 
thrown open to the public, but’ it was 
defeated by a vote of 119 to 63. 

President Wilson expresses his ap- 
proval of the bill as submitted to the 
caucus. He told his callers that the 
attitude of the banks had become more 
friendly toward the measure since cer- 
tain changes were made in it. 

Opponents of the measure who want 
to prohibit interlocking directorates 
among national banks and are seeking 
to have introduced into the measure the 
Henry-Ragsdale scheme for the issuance 
of so-called ‘‘crop money ”’ based upon 
notes backed up by warehouse certiti- 
cates representing actual ownership of 
warehouse stored cotton, corn, and 
wheat, intend to fight for the adoption 
of these ideas in the caucus. But their

_It was agreed that the bill should be 
debated for eight hours in the caucus 
and then taken up under the five-minute 
rule for possible amendment section by 
section. Half the time allotted for gen- 
eral debate is to be controlled by Chair- 
man Glass, who to-day utilized two of 
his four hours explaining the measure. 
The other four hours will be controlled 
by Representative Neeley as the rank- 
ing member of the committee in opposi- 
tion to the majority report.

TEXT OF NEW CLAUSES. 


Allow Banks tg Open Savings and 
Commercia} Departments. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The full 

text of the new section of the Currency 
bill granting authority to national 
banks to open “savings” and ‘‘ com- 
mercial’’ departments was made pub- 
lic to-day for the first time, and is as 
follows: 

Section 27. That any national bank- 
ing association may, subsequent to a 
date one year after its becoming a 
stockholder in a Federal Reserve bank, 
make application to the Controller of 
the Currency for permission to open a 
savings department. Such application 
shall set forth that the Directors of 
said national bank have, by a major- 
ity vote, apportioned a specified per- 
centage of their vatd-in capital and 
surplus to said savings department, 
and to that end have segregated spec- 
ified assets for the purposes of said 
department, or that cash capital for 
the said savings department has been 
obtained by subscription to additional 
issues of the capital stock of said na- 
tional bank: 

Provided, That the sum in assets or 
in cash thus set apart for the uses 
of the proposed savings department 
aforesaid shall in no case be less than 
$25,000 or than a sum e-,ual to 20 per 
centum of the paid-up capital and 
surplus of the said natiqnal bank. 

In making the application aforesaid 
any national banking association may 
further apply for power to act as 
trustee for mortgage loans, subject to 
the conditidng and limitations herein 
prescribed or to be established as 
hereinafter provided. 

Whenever the Controller of the 
Currency. shall have approved any 
such: application as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, he shall so inform.the apply- 
ing bank, and thereafter the organi- 
zation and business conducted or pos- 
sessed by said bank at the time of 
making said application,, except such 
as has been specifically segregated 
for the savings department, and sub- 
sequent expansions thereof, shall be 
known as the cemmercial department 
of the said bank. National banks may 
increase or diminish their capital 
stock in the manner now provided by 
law, but whenever such general in- 
crease or reduction of..the capital 
stock of any national bank operating 
upon the provisio of this section 
shall be made, such increase or reduc- 
tion shall be apportioned between the 
commercial and savings departments 
of the — bank as its Board of Di- 
rectors shall prescribe, notice of such 
increase or reduction, and of the ap- 
portionment thereof, being forthwith 
given to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency; and any such national bank 
may increase or diminish the capital 
already apportion@d to either its sav- 
ings or commercial department to an 
extent not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this section, notifying the 
Contraller of the Currency as here- 
inbefore provided.

(a) First, mortgages or deeds of trust 
on real estate, including farm lands, and 
the notes or bonds for whose protection 
such mortgages or deeds of trust may have 
been given: 

Provided, That such mortgages, deeds, 
notes, or bonds shall have, when purchased, 
not more than five years to run, and pro- 
vided, further, that the total debt secured 
by such instruments shall not exceed 50 
per centum of the assessed value of the 
oo estate upon which they constitute a 
ien. 

(b) Bonds or interest-bearing notes of the 
United States or bonds or notes for whose 
payment the faith of the United States is 
pledged both as to principal and interest. 

(c) Bonds of any State of the United 
States: 

Provided, That for ten years prior to the _ 
purchase of such bonds by a savings bank 
department the State issuing the same 
shall not have defaulted in the payment of 
any part either or principal or of in- 
terest thereon. 

(d) Bonds of any city, county, or town: 

Provided, That such city, county, or 
town shall, at the time when the bonds are 
purchased by a savings bank department, 
have more than 25,000 inhabitants, che 
United States Census next preceding such 
investment being taken as evidence of the 
possession of said number of inhabitante: 

And provided, further, That such city, 
county, or town shall not have defaulted in 
the payment of any part of the principal or — 
interest of its bonded debt within ten 
years prior to the making of the invest- 
ment aforesaid. The total bonded {n- 
debtedness of such city. county, or town ° 
shall not, at the time of such investment, 
exceed 5 per centum of the assessed vulua« 
tion therein, and such bonds shall have 
been issued pursuant to the law of the 
State in which city, county, or town is sit- 
uated.

FIGHT ON COUNTY SLATES 


Kings Progressives, Highly Dissat- 
isfied, Talk of a Deal with Regu- 


lar Democratic Organization. 


When the Executive Committee of the 
Fusion Committee of 107 meets to-night 
to consider the nominations tor the 
various county offices on the Fusion 
ticket it is likely that an indefinite ad- 


journment will be taken, for the county 
slates are in such confusion that there 


is little prospect of reaching an agree- 
ment for another week at least. The 
Fusionists, elated over District Attorney 
Whitman’s acceptance of the nomina- 
tion, said last week that they would 
leave the make-up of the rest of the 
ticket to the representatives of the va- 
rious political organizations in the 
Fusion Committee. 

The Republicans created discord right 
away by demanding the choicest places 
on the ticket for members of their or- 
ganization. The Progressive members 
thought that the places should be di- 
vided evenly. Representatives of the 
Independence League wanted some of 
the offices, while the independent Demo- 
crats, acknowledged followers of John 
Purroy Mitchel, the Fusion candidate 
for Mayor, insisted upon being recog- 
nized in some way. 

The result has been that there has 
been no agreement upon a ticket for any 
of the boroughs, and the Nominating 
Committee of the Fusionists will have 


to go over the list, name by name, and 
try to restore harmony. In the last 
analysis the Nominating Committee will 
have to decide upon the make-up of the 
various county tickets. 

The reai fight in the committee is be- 
tween the Republicans and the Progres- 
sives. When the Republicans said that 
they must have the naming of the 
Sheriff of New York County there was 
trouble immediately. The Progressives 
put forward a candidate of their own, 
but they gave way in favor of John J. 
Hopper of the Independence League. 
Then it was agreed between them that 
the Independence League members 
would support “at least two of the 
Progressives for candidates for Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 

The Republicans objected and said 
they would surrender the Sheriff, but 
they must have the naming of the Jus- 
tices. They immediately put forward 
among others the names of Robert C. 
Morris, former President of the Repub- 
lican Club; Abraham §8. Gilbert, Ed- 
ward J. Lauer, and Justice Frederick 
Spiegelberg of the Municipal Court. it 
was said yesterday that the Independ- 
ence League would support the Progres- 
sives if the latter would agree to vote 
for Mr. Hopper for Sheriff. 

In Bronx County, Gyrus C. Miller 
practically has made up his mind to 
withdraw from the Fusion ticket as a 
candidate for the renomination for Bor- 
ough President and become a candidate 
for County Judge. If this is acceptable 
to the Progressives, Thomas W. Whittle, 
Commissioner of Public Works un- 
der Mr. Miller and a Republican, will 
take Mr. Miller's place on the ticket. 
It was said yesterday that this arrange- 
ment had been agreed upon. 

In Queens County, it was said that 
Robert W. Higble, the Fusion candi- 
date for Borough President, is willing 
to retire in favor of any one the Fusion 
Committee may select. There was talk 
last night that W. W. Williams may 
take his place. Mr. Williams, who is 
a real estate operator in Queens, is a 
Republican and has many friends in 
that borough. Other . candidates are 
c. L. Smith and Harry I. Huber. 

In Richmond County there is still op- 
position to Borough President Cromwell 
who has been named for renomination. 

For Register of New York County, the 
various elements composing the Fusion- 
ists practically have agreed unon Max 
S. Grifenhagen for renomination. Mr. 
Grifenhagen’s candidecy was presented 
to the Fusion Nominating Committee 
yesterday by a committee of citizens, of 
which homas H._ Baskerville was 
Chairman. Gilbert E. Roe came for- 
ward as a candidate for Supreme Court 
Justice. Frank Joyce also announced 
that he was a candidate for Sheriff. 

The Progressives of Kings County, 
dissatisfied because they belleve the Re- 
publicans demand too many places on 
the county and borough ticket. 
thinking seriously of fusing with 
Democrats, who, they believe, will give 
them the places on the ticket which 
they demand. An informal conference 
of forty members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Progressive Organization 
in Kings County was held last night at 
the Imperial on Fulton Street. 

The meeting was called ostensibly for 
the purpose of discussing the county and 
borough ticket, and a call to that effect 
was sent out by George W. Forbell, 
State Committeeman. It was learned 
last night that the conference in reality 
was for the purpose of discussing fusion 
with the Democrats, and that there was 
a stormy protest against fusing with the 
Republicans, 

The speakers favored the indorsin 
of any high-class Democrats. They said, 
too, that the three places assigned to 
them on the ticket by the Republicans 
were not sufficient, and that they 
would not fuse with any party unless 
they could get these offices: Sheriff, 
one County Judge, County Clerk, and 
one Coroner. For the other offices— 
Borough President, Register, Surrogate, 
one County Judge, and one Coroner— 
they said that they would indorse any 
Democrat of good standing.

Her Story of Boat House Revels

Henry Moskowitz, Chairman, said that 
while shameful conditions had existed 
for years on the east side as well as in 
other localities in New York, it was not 
until the Rosenthal murder that resi- 
dents realized crimes could be commit- 
ted with impunity by gangs organized 
and maintained in home communities. * 

‘‘Gangsters represent a symptom of 
chaotic tmmigrant life,’’ Dr. Moskowitz 
said, ‘‘ But if housecleaning is to he 
done we want to do it ourselves. We 
assert that we have the ability and the 
power to take care of our own prob- 
lems.

Voluntary Petition of Subway 
Builders Puts Their Liabil- 
ities at $318,743. 





CANNOT MEET PAYROLL 

In Which the 

Company Was Interested Were 
Held Up by McAneny. 


Subway Contracts 


The John F. Stevens Construction 
Company of 55 Wall Street, engineers 
and contractors, filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy in the United States 
District Court yesterday through its 
President, John F. Stevens, of 875 Park 
Avenue, and its Secretary, E. P. Shan- 
non, Judge Julius M. Mayer appointed 
Joel Rathbone, Vice President of the 
National Surety Company, and Fred- 
erick W. Stelle receivers, under $50,- 
000 bond, to continue the company’s 
business for twenty days. The Na- 
tional Surety Company is bondsman 
for the faithful pérformance of the 
company’s construction contracts on tne 
new subway. 

The petition in bankruptcy stated lia- 
bilities of $318,743 and assets of $3U1,- 
dd51. The heaviest creditor is Mr. Ste- 
vens himself, with a claim for $132,UU0 
for notes and cash advances. Mr, Ste- 
vens is also indorser on a $50,000 note 
of the company held by the National 
City Bank. 

The company owes its workmen on the 
subway branch in the Bronx $118,348. 
Inability to meet this payroll is what 
froced the petition at this time. ‘The 
petition stated that at the present time 
the company had but $688 cash in the 
bank and $802 cash on hand. 

The financial difficulties of the Ste- 
vens company at this time recalled the 
recent proposition of the Ifterborough 
Rapid Transit Company to award a $25,- 
000,000 contract for extending and third- 
tracking the elevated railroad lines in 
Manhattan to the company on what was 
stated as a basis of 10 per cent. profit 
on the actual cost of the work done, 
which would have made the profit 
$2,500,000. Other authorities stated that 
the contract proposed provided for a 15 
per cent. profit, which would have made 
the company’s return $3,750,000. There 
was also reported a contract by the In- 
terborough under which the Stevens 
company was to do the work of recon- 
structing the Steinway tunnel on a 10 
per cent. profit basis. These contracts 
were held up by a public protest on the 
part of Borough President George Mc- 
Aneny, who raised the point that the 
city had the right to pass on such con- 
tracts. Just what connection, if any, 
there was between the delay and opposi- 
tion with respect to these contracts and 
the company’s financial distress at this 
time was not made clear yesterday. 

The company's assets as listed yes- 
terday in its own schedule included pow- 
er houses and pipe line in the Bronx, 
$59,000; plant equipment, $94,300; ac- 
counts, $133,231; claim for damages for 
breach of contract, $4,000; two auto 
trucks, $10,000; cash on hand, $302; cash 
in bank, $688, and books, $30. 

The bankrptcy petition stated that it 
was filed pursuant to a resolution of 
the Board of Directors of the company 
and was decided upon to protect the 
interests of creditors and to insure an 
equitable distribution of its assets. If 
existing contracts should be carried out, 
it was stated yesterday, the company. 
would be able to pay all creditors in 
full and realize a profit of $200,000. 

The Stevens Company, Secretary 
Shannon said yesterday, has contracts 
on Section 1, Routes 19 and 22, of the 
Bronx subway, and has completed 9 
per cent. of the work. These contracts, if 
completed, Mr. Shannon said, would be 
profitable and would yield the company 
a gross profit of $300,000. At Stillwater, 
N. Y., Mr. Shannon says, the company

A DANGEROUS STREET. 


The police powers of this municl- 
pality are broad. Central Park West 
is the most dangerous thoroughfare in 
Manhattan. Without question, the 
city can cut off a strip of the wide 
sidewalk along the Central Park wall 
and order the surface railroad com- 
pany to move one of its tracks to the 
centre of the street, allowing space on 
the east side of the avenue for the 
northbound motor car and wagon traf- 
fic. We are advised that the special 
committee of the Board of Estimate 
has received intimations that the com- 
pany objects to the cost of moving 
the track; that it will “contest the 
case in court,” and this will “hold it 
up at least until next Spring.” 

Residents of the west side be- 
tween 59th and 110th Streets, are 
unanimous in their complaint of dan- 
gerous traffic on Central Park West. 
The records of accidents on that street 
fully confirm their complaint. The 
railway company probably has the

| AMENDING THE BANKING BILL. 


Not even after being mollified by the 
loan of $50,000,000 would the bankers 
|chosen by Secretary McApDoo for his 
advisers approve the present form of 
the pending Banking bill. They of- 
fered suggestions of amendments and 
they formally resolved that unless 
\their recommendations could be en- 
| acted they would prefer that nothing 
|; should be done at this time. One of 
those suggestions is that the required 
reserves should be reduced in amount 
and that the banks should have a dis- 
cretion regarding the place where part 
of the reserves shall be kept. The 
banking reserves of the United States 
are among the world’s most liberal in 
amount. In 1907 there was no defi- 
ciency of reserves, but an inability to 
apply them to the best advantage 
through. excessive decentralization. 
Each bank wanted the custody of its 
individual reserves, and there was no 
national reserve as distinguished from 


the local reserves. If the reserves 


could be centralized the percentage of 


reserves might be reduced, but the re- 
duction of the reserves with the pres- 
ervation of the decentralization defect 
is a plan less easy to approve. 


Even that ‘might be managed if there 


were some arrangement preventing 
the redeposited reserves being the 
basis of reduplicated loans. A reserve 
loses something of its virtue if it can 
be used only after a process of liquida- 


tion, and that is the case when a local 
bank recalls reserves on which the de- 
positary bank has made loans in order 
to earn the interest paid to the local 
bank. If the banks kept their own re- 
serves they could not earn interest on 
them, and nothing on which interest is 
being earned is primarily a reserve. 
A middle course might seem to be that 
the reserve ratio might be reduced 
when the national reserve is estab- 
lished, and that the local banks might 
have a discretion where they kept- 
their reserves, provided that the re- 
serves should be kept as free from 
other uses as when in the vaults of 
the home bank. The idea of rigidly 
compartmented or regional reserves is 
something too much lke the idea of 
“agricultural” currency. Freedom of 
flow of money is what promotes ease 
of money, not {impediment to natural 
movements. 

The other suggestion is the one gen- 
erally made when the bill was first 
published, that the control of the cur- 
rency should rest with bankers, not 
with Government officials, and espe- 
cially not with politicians. This was 
thought to be a Wall Street notion, 
proposed from sordid and selfish rea- 
sons. It now comes to the Secretary 
from his own selection of provincial 
bankers. He is likely to receive it 
from a national conference of bankers 
more representative and authoritative 
than those whom he selected. In no 
case has any banker of any sort used 
the intemperance of language indulged 
in by those framing this bill. It was 
received respectfully, criticised con- 
structively, and hope has grown with 
its improvement. Daily it has ap- 
proximated a practicable, if not a per- 
fect, form, and the. bankers have ac- 
complished so much that their pressure 
should be continued along the same 
lines. 

There has been no thought of poll- 
tics in the course of the bankers, and 
there even isa prospect that there need 
be no such thought in Congress. This 
is a Democratic Administration, but 
Republican leaders like Representative 
MANN are lending support in a praise- 
worthy manner, contrasting strongly 
with the contrary course of Senators 
like Mr. Loner. He threatened to ob- 
struct the tariff until assured that the 
Banking bill would be delayed, if not 
defeated. The advantage of support 
like Representative MANN’s is that it 
enables the majority the more boldly 
to face their erratic colleagues and to 
rely upon the better sentiment of the 
party. Nothing ‘succeeds like success, 
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encouragement to fight it out on pres- 
ent lines if it takes the rest of the 
session. 


THE INCREASE OF DRINKING. 


While the temperance folk boast 
that 44,000,000 people in this country 
have been included in “ dry ” territory, 
their more logical opponents note the 
increased consumption of alcoholic 
beverages per head of population. 
Washington dispatches yesterday re- 
ported 148,220,000 gallons of whisky 
and brandy consumed during the last 
fiscal year, and 65,246,000 barrels of 
malt lqfors, a notable increase over 
the report of 1912. The. amount 
of liquors consumed per capita rose 
from 8.79 gallons in the decade end- 
ing with 1880 to 17.76 gallons in 1900, 
and to 21.98 gallons in 1912; the rec- 
ord for this year will be larger. 
What the Prohibitionists think of this 
we do not know. THE TiMEs asked 
Mr. Cuarin, their Presidential candi- 
date in 1912, but received no answer. 

The Wine and Spirit Circular of 
Aug. 10 frankly states its conviction 
that “if prohibition really prohibited 
it would be repealed.” And it notes 
how gingerly the Prohibitionists treat 
the question of barring Hquors from 
the home as they would bar them 
from the saloon. Congress passed the 
Webb law providing that where a 
“dry” State prohibits the shipping 
of liquor within its borders, the inter- 
state traffic shall be stopped. No pro- 
hibition State has taken advantage of 
this law. On the contrary, the Legis- 
lature of Georgia unanimously passed 
an amendment to its prohibitory law, 
providing that any individual in Geor- 
gia may legally have shipped for his 
own consumption, from another State, 
and at any time, whisky n.t in excess 
of three gallons. The Legislature of 
North Carolina at once made it legal 
for dealers in “ wet” States to ship 
alcoholic beverages, not in excess of 
one gallon at a time, to any consumer 
within its borders. The Webb law is 
operative only on the Indian reserva- 
tions in Oklahoma and in certain 
“dry” counties of Iowa, which are 
supplied, nevertheless, by automo- 
biles sent out from the licensed towns 
of that State. The increased con- 
sumption per capita throughout the 
United States would indicate that in- 
dividuals in) “ dry” territory who buy 
by the case rather than by the drink 
are consuming rather more than was 
tfeir wont. 

The reason why the liquor interests 
oppose bitterly the enactment of pro- 
hibition laws is obvious~—they do not 
wish the vast sums invested in plants 
and machinery destroyed to no pur- 
pose save that of diverting the traffic 
to dealers across the border. When 
the prohibitory measures are them- 


selves ineffective or worse, the dam- 
age they do to property is senseless. 


“DIRECT RULE.” 


Here is a little table made up from 
the statements of Mr. GrorGE KEN- 
NAN in the latest number of The 
North American Review on * The Di- 


rect Rule of the People.” The author’s 


object is to show that in relative ma- 
terial prosperity there is no ground 
for the general discontent which the 
advocates of ‘‘ direct rule’’ appeal to, 
and for that purpose he presents the 
facts of 1870 and those of 1911-12 as 
to former wage-earners’ bank deposits 
and savings bank deposits, with the 
figures of the total estimated wealth 
of the country. Within the period 
covered, approximately forty years, or 
a little more than one generation, the 


population somewhat more than 


doubled:

one-half fold, or two and a quarter | 


times as great as the increase in the 
population. Assuming that the va- 
rious classes of the population have 
increased at about the same ratio as 
the population, this means that the 
average farmer's product is more than 
twice as great as in 1870, and the 
average wage-earner’s income is more 
than double what it was forty years 
ago, 

Mr. KENNAN asks very pertinently 
whether the general system of gov- 
ernment under which these remark- 
able results have been attained should 
be turned upside down and all its 
functions confused and demoralized 
by a radical change in the mode of 
ascertaining and applying the popular 
will. For that is what in reality 1s 
proposed by the advocates of the di- 
rect rule of the people. The rule of 
the people we now have, or can have 
whenever the people choose to use the 
powers that rest in their hands. They 
choose their ‘own representatives. 
Sometimes they err badly. They would 
be still more likely to err in trying to 
do what they select their agents to 
do for them. Sometimes the agents 
betray their trust. That is largely the 
fault of those who select them. When 
it happens it ts easier to correct the 
evil than it is to correct the blunders 
of the people acting “ directly.” Men 
will make more mistakes in voting on 
“initiative” or “referendum” than 
they make now in voting for repre- 
sentatives. *. > _ ‘ 
Undoubtedly there are bad feature 
in all branches of our varied Govern- 
ments, and our political machines are 
shall not get

tensifying the conditions that have 
given rise to them. .The machines are, 
practically, made up of professional 
politicians who give most of their 
time to running our complex elections, 
The advocates of “direct rule” pro- 
pose to make our elections more com- 
plex, to submit a far greater number 
and variety of things to be decided. 
This will necessarily make the pro- 
fessional politicians more necessary, 
give them more chances and greater 
power and reduce the actual influence 
of the popular will lower than it is 
now. Taking an active part in politics 
will, for busy voters, be a more diffi- 
cult, a more hopeless task than ever. 
Worst of all, the numerous things 
that the people will have to undertake 
to do ‘directly’ will be very badly 
done, and no one will clearly be re- 
sponsible. 

_ There can never be too much real 
popular rule, too much respect for the 
real will of the people deliberately 
formed and clearly expressed. But the 
reform of our politics requires that the 
utmost deliberation and the greatest 
| possible clearness be secured. The 
muddled and muddling plan of “ di- 
rect” rule will tend inevitably to the 
contrary. 


TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING. 


There is war betWeen the House- 
wives League and the “holders” of 
rice. The trouble arises from the fact 
that thus early in the season there 
is a surplus of 1,800,000 sacks of the 
raw material of puddings, a calamity 
which can be measured only by the 
fact that it surpasses last year’s over- 
stock by a million sacks. Naturally, 
the Housewives have appealed to the 
Government for assistance. In a like 
emergency the distressed coffee grow- 
ers of Brazil appealed to their Gov- 
ernment, and ‘“ valorization ’”’ was the 
result. Our Government thought that 
was very wrong of Brazil, but it 
might take a different view of its 
own duty in the case of the rice grow- 
ers facing ruin through the abun- 
dance of their harvest. They have no 
idea of letting the larger quantity go 
for the price of a moderate crop. They 
are proposing to export the surplus, 
or even to destroy it, as once was 
proposed by the cotton planters when 
they faced. a similar emergency. The 
argument is that ‘‘if they could de- 
“ stroy 1,250,000 sacks, getting noth- 
‘ing in return for them, the balance 


“of the rice would bring more than 
‘“‘the whole quantity.’”’ The aggregate 
| price is all they think it being 
none of their business to consider 
how much good the destroyed rice 
might do if allowed to reach the 
hungry. 

As producers of rice it is their right 
to set their own price on it, and to 
select the market in which they will 


Sell it. The Housewives’ right is to 


go without what they do not pay for 
and to expose to contumely those con- 
spiring to destroy food rather than 
allow it to reach market. If the 
Housewives should conspire to eat 
hasty pudding they might so increase 


the calamitous abundance of rice that 
the market for it would collapse. Un- 
less these conspiracies should be crim- 
inal or ‘‘unfair’’ we hardly see what 
*“* Government’ could do about either 
of them. Not even if the ladies voted 
could they vote down the price of 
rice. But they might think they 
could, like so many of those who pos- 
sess the suffrage. Thus intimate is 
the relation between the price of pud- 
ding and votes for women.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The nar 
row margin of contro! to which the 
death of Senator Johnston of Alabama 
has reduced the Democrats, was re- 
garded as so serious from the point of 
view of tariff revision that the un- 
precedented course was followed to-day 
of eonsidering the vacancy at a caucus 
of Democratic Senators. They decided 
unanimously that Gov. O’Neal of 
Alabama could not solve the difficulty 
by appointing Mr. Johnston’s successor 
without special authorization from the 
State Legislature. This means that a 
persona] appointee would not be ad- 
mitted to the Senate. 

The Governor, after conferring with 
his political friends in’ Alabama, had 
practically reached the conclusion that 
he could make a temporary appoint- 
ment: under the provision in the Seven- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution, 
providing for the popular election of 
Senators, which decjared that the 
amendment should not affect ‘the 
term’’ of any Senator elected before 
the amendment became a part of the 
Constitution. The Governor's friends 
told him that provision authorized him 
to make an appointment for the unex- 
pired ‘“‘term”’ of Mr. Johnston. But 
lawyers here are convinced that the 
provision means merely that Senators 
elected by Legislatures ih the old way, 
prior to the proclamation of the last 
amendment, would not be unseated 
by it. 

Democratic Senators are less united 
as to the course Gov. O'Neal should 
pursue. Some are of the opinion that 
he can at once issue writs of election. | 
But others believe that the Legislature | 
must first provide the election ma- 
chinery, as was done in Georgia, where 
Senator Bacon, though nominated un- 
der the old system, was afterward 
unanimously elected by popular ballot. 

O’Neal’s reluctance to call the 
Legislature together is explained partly

PUTNAM COUNTY HIGHWAYS. 


Division Engineer Contradicts Bull 
Moose Contentions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There appears in your columns to-day a 
story relative to the construction of a State 
highway in Putnam County, the inference 
from which is that the highway was Iinten- 
| tionally located: to finencially benefit John 
| R, Yale, and that the finai location resulted 
jin an unnecessary cost to the State of New 
York of approximately $5,000. 

I was division engineer in charge of this 
territory at the time the location was made 
by engineers under my supervision. The 
reason the alignment of the completed high- 
way did not follow that of the old roadway 
was on account of the excessive grade on 
the latter. To bulld roads with a gradient 
of over 7 per cent, where such a condition 
could be avoided was, and justly so, contrary 
to the policy of the State Highway Com- 
mission ever since its creation. 

The statement that the barn cost the State 
of New York $5,000 is false. The State of 
New York did not expend one dollar in pay- 
ment for this necessary right of way. If any 
money was paid on account of land or 
structure it was not paid through the De- 
partment of Highways. 

I further believe that no highway engineer 
of recognized standing would seriously ques- 
tion the judgment of those responsible for 
the final location of the highway referred to.

MULHALL AGAIN A WITNESS. 


Begins His Story to House Commit- 
tee—Emery on Senate Side. 


WASHINGTON, Aung. 11.—Martin M. 
Mulhall to-day began the second re- 
cital of his experiences in influencing 
legislation, appearing before the House 
Lobby Committee. The greater part of 
his testimony was a reptition of matter 
which he already had presented to the 
Senate Committee. John W. Crim ap- 
peared as counsel for Mulhall, 

The committee plans to take up sys- 


tematically the various members of Con- 
gress, employes of Congress, and-other 
public men mentioned in the Mulhall 
correspondence and examine the witness 
relative to each individual. Following 
this plan, all of the Mulhall letters re- 
lating to Representative Richard Bar- 
tholdt of Missouri were placed in the 
record to-day, and Mulhall was ques- 
tioned about them. 

The letters relating to the activity of 
Mulhall in securing assistance from 
Bartholdt in preventing a report on an 
eight-hour labor bill from the Labor 
Committee and in supporting the Little- 
field anti-pilotage bill which the Nax 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
favored. Mulhall said he belleved Mr. 
Bartholdt did not abandon his personal 
convictions to support the interests of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers. 

A. E. Marshall of Dayton, Ohio, who 
wrote a letter which Mulhall read to 
the Senate Lobby Committee, saving 
Gov. Cox of Ohio, when a member of 
Congress, had been delaying the selec- 
tion of a Federal building site in Day- 
ton for personal reasons, sent a letter 
to the committee disclaiming any re- 
flections on Cox. John G. Swasey of 
Maine sent a letter denying having had 
any relations with Mulhall. 

At the request of ‘counsel for the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, the 
committee subpoenaed H. E. Miles ot 
Racine, Wis., and H. P. Towne and 38. 
E. Meade of New York to testify re- 
garding the movement for a tariff com- 
mission. 

James A. Emery, Washington repre- 
sentative of the Manufacturers, contin- 
ued his testimony. He denied that the 
organization he’ represented had orig- 
inated or led the movement for the 
Workmen’s Compensation bill in Con- 
gress. 


REFUND TO MISS DE WOLFE. 


Declared a Non-Resident, She Will 
Get Back Duty She Paid.

| Within New Building None Will 


Be Branded as a Criminal, 
Justice Russell Says. 


WILL MINISTER IN MERCY 


McAneny In Laying Cornerstone 
Says Structure Marks City’s Ad- 
vance in Broader Humanity. 


The cornerstone of the new Children’s 
Court building in East Twenty-second 
Street just off Lexington Avenue was 
laid yesterday afternoon by Borough 
President McAneny before a gathering 
of city officials and others interested 
in the project, including Justices of 
Special Sessions who have devoted much 
of their time to the work. Addresses 
were made by Mr. McAneny, Justice 
Isaac F. Russell and Justice Franklin 
Chase Hoyt. 

The new Court House will be built on 
the site of a building used formerly by 
the City College as an annex. It has 
been planned as a mode! for the world. 
The speakers explained yesterday that 
it would stand as a monument to the 
earnest and devoted work of men thor- 
oughly versed in the handling of cases 
of delinquent children. It was designed 
not as a Court House where children 
are to be punished as criminals, but 
as an experiment station where delin- 
quent children will fall into the hands 
of those who understand them. As the 
motto of, the workers, this quotation, 
selected by Justice Russell and Chancel- 
lor Emeritus McCracken of New York 
University, was inscribed on the corner- 
stone: 


For every child let truth 
earth and justice and mercy 
from Heaven, 


spring from 
look down 


Mr. McAneny was introduced by Jus- 
tice Russell. The Borough President was 
largely instrumental in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of $250,000 for the building, 
and he labored devotedly for the suc- 
cess of the Work. 

“The building of this Court House,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘marks another great advance 
in that broader humanity and broader 
common sense that fs beginning to char- 
acterize the city’s treatment of its so- 
cial problems. When it is finished we 
shall have a model Children’s Court, 
housing a model system for the treat- 
ment of juvenile delinquency.

The new Court House will be 81 feet 
wide and four stories in height. The 
front of the building &nd part of the 
sides will be faced with limestone and 
the rest with brick. The Children’s 
Court has been an institution of this 
city for eleven years.

It was possible to leave the Longacre 
Theatre last evening with an agreeable 
final impression that was not afforded 
by all that had gone before in Edward 
Locke's long drawn out essay on sentl- 
mentality known as ‘The Silver Wed- 
ding.” For in this final moment Lud- 
wig Koehler, the saddle maker, having 
finally discovered himself to be a grand-~- 
father, quictly sat down in the rocking 
chair crooning a German lullaby to the 
infant, while his reunited family gath- 
ered about rejoicing. No words were 
spoken, and for this one time at least 


_there was an absence of the disconcert- 


ing attempt at dialect both artificially 
written and falsely delivered. And as 
the situation in ftself was both natural 
ahd human it touched the heart. 

It would be pleasant to say the same 
of all the rest of Mr. Locke’s play and 
of Mr. Thomas A. Wise’s acting in it. 
But in delivering a verdict publicly one 
May not always consult one’s own pleas- 
ure. The honest fact is that ‘* The Sil- 
ver Weddirig,’’ despite occasional ap- 
pealing touches, is largely queer stuff, 
a mixture of trite sentimentality and 
mot always distinguished humor. In 
fact, some of the latter is distinctly vul- 


But the play’s signal fault as a play 
is represented in its laborious and arti- 


ficial ae at a motive. In order to 
make possible what develops for the 
best part of three acts Ludwig Koehler, 
hitherto 4 Bente} old German citizen, 
with nothing but love in his heart, must 
hear some one referred to as a “ pig- 
headed old Dutchman,’ must ruminate 
upon the phrase, and finally convince 
himself that he is the person meant. 
"Whereupon to |prove what he is he 
‘makes up his mind to be what he is 
not—the words are his—and then and 
there refuses the hand of his daughter 
in marriage to a youth he had consid- 
ered eligible a few moments before. 

To a promise of genre in environment 
and types succeeds matter that is pure- 
ly theatrical, but that has its amusing 
Moments in spite oe possibly be- 

use of, its exaggeration. 
enudwig will not attend the wedding 
and give the bride away. When he 
would leave home his wife hides ‘‘ his 
Sunday pants.” But, by means of an 
amiabie plot, he is brought into the 
wedding celebration as leader of the 
military band which has been hired for 
the occasion. Through it all one gets 
the iteration and reiteration of the pig- 
headed Dutchman motif, with constant 
squabbles between himself and his wife, 
‘who is as much for the wedding as 


Ludwig is against it. 


It is quite easy to see how some of 
the ideas in ‘‘ The Silver Wedding "’ dif- 
esene handled might have been made 

to something charming and real. But 
that delicacy in co-operation which is 
the secret of a successful modern play is 


‘wholly lacking. 


On the acting side the artificiality is 
again far .too apparent. Indeed, Mr. 

ise’s performance, genial and jovial 
as always and not without occasional 
tender notes, is quite often overdone or 
underdone. There is nothing really 
Bpuggestively German about it. Indeed, 
it serves to illustrate once again the 
paucity of resource of some of our 
prominent actors who through a long 
course of playing themselves have 
failed to acquire any sort of proficiency 
4n characterization. For such a role as 
this a good German dialect is an essen- 
tial, to say the very least. But Mr. 
Wise’s dialect is as uncertain as the 
saddle-maker’s temper. _ 

In this respect Alice Gale, who played 
the wife, is more successful. The scenes 
between husband and wife have occa- 
gional heart-warming quality. But by 
far the best impression in the play is 
provided by Lillian Ross, a diminutive 
comedienne, who gives the effect of 
spontaniety, sincerity and real humor. 

There is, on the whole, a good deal 
that is plated in ‘‘ The Silver Wedding.”

Court Rules That Lawyer Thoms 
Must Submit to Examination. 


George Thoms, an attorney, appealed 
to Supreme Court Justice Weeks to issue 
a writ of prohibition against his examl- 
nation in a discovery proceeding in the 
Surrogates’ Court. The procedure was 
so unusual that Surrogate Cohalan, the 
only Surrogate now sitting, took the 


even more unusual step of. leaving the 
Hall of Records and personally appear- 
ing in the Supreme Court to uphold the 
dignity of his independent jurisdiction. 
Thoms had appeared in the Surrogates’ 
Court as counsel for D. B. Fleming, an 
officer of the Yale Laundry. Fleming's 
examination was sought by Mrs. Dor- 
othy Turpin, who asserted that her hus- 
band, William A. Turpin, whose execu- 
trix she was, had stock in the laundry 
worth $50,000. The Surrogate ordered 
Thoms to submit to examination before 
his secretary, Arthur T. O’Leary, to 
learn what Thoms might know. Thoms 
asserted that in such an examination 
he was entitled to counsel, but the Sur- 
rogate ruled that the examination must 
proceed without delay and‘ without 
counsel. 
Cc. A. Campbell, who appeared with 
Surrogate Cohalan, urged dismissal of 
Thoms’s application on technical 
but the Surrogate said he 
wished the matter decided plainly on the 
ground that the Surrogates’ Court had 
exclusive jurisdiction and an appeal 
from its action would lie only with the 
Appellate Division and not by way of 
any writ of the Supreme Court. Justice 
Weeks denied the writ from the bench.

VIETOR CASE DELAYS 
STRAUS APPRAISAL 


Report Held Up Till Court De- 
cides Whether Partnership 
Good-Will Is Taxable. 


TO PASS ON IT IN OCTOBER 


Some Errors In the Estimated Fig- 
ures on Estate, Asrerts 
Straus Attorney. 


There will be no completed appraisal 
of the Isidor Straus estate, it was 
Nearned yesterday, until the Appellate 
Division has handed down its decision 
on the appeal of the State Controller 
from the order fixing the tax on the es- 
tate of Frederick Vietor, the importer. 
In the Vietor estate the good-will interest 
of Mr. Vietor in the firm of Frederick 
Vietor & AcheliS was not taxed because 
of a partnership agreement which pro- 
vided that the surviving fmembers of 
the firm should carry on the business 
without compensation to the estate ot 
any dying member. 

Such an agreement existed with re- 
spect to the firm of R. H. Macy & Co., 


Edmond E. Wise, attorney for the 
Straus estate, informed a Trmzs report- 
er yesterday. 

The partnership clause in this respect, 
however, did not deter the State Con- 
troller’s counsel from demanding a tax 
on Mr. Vietor’s share of the good-will 
and from appealing from the appraiser's 
refusal to tax it. Until this question has 
been decided by an appellate court no 
report on the Straus estate would be 
conclusive. The decision of the Appel- 
late Division {ts not expected to be hand- 
ed down until October, If the court 
should hold that the good-will is tax- 
able it will be necessary for Appraiser 
Garvin to decide upon some basis for 
computing the good-will and Mr. 
Straus’s share in it, 

Mr. Wise said that he had no copy 
of the estimated figures on Mr. Straus’s 
estate, but was convinced that at least 
some of those published were authentic, 
Others, he said, were wide of the mark, 
such as those which put the total prof- 
its of R. H. Macy & Co. for the fiscal 
= ended in 1912 at upward of $2,000,- 


No copy of the preliminary figures 
was made public at Deputy State Con- 
troller Wallace S, Fraser’s office, 165 
Broadway, yesterday. Appraiser Mi- 
chael J. Garvin delivered™all copies of 
the figures to Mr, Fraser, who locked 
them ‘in his safe. Both Mr. Fraser and 
Mr. Garvin were convinced that the 
tentative figures were made _ public 
through a breach of faith by some em-

Atlantic Liner Passengers. 


At noon last Saturday when the At- 
lantic Transport liner Minnehaha, in yes- 
terda\* from London, was about 700 miles 
east of Sandy Hook, Capt. Claret, realiz- 
ing that it would be impossible to make 
port in time to land his passengers Sun- 
day afternoon, decided to give them a 
surprise.

The passengers lined the rail during 
the race and many wagers were made on 
the result.

BISHOP SABINE DEAD. 


One of the First Supporters of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church Here. 


Bishop William Tufnell Sabine died 
yesterday afternoon at his residence, 
960 Madison Avenue. -He was born in 
New York Oct. 16, 1838, the son of Dr, 
Gustavus and Julia H. Tufnell Sabine. 
He was graduated from Columbia Col- 
lege in 1859, receiving his M. A. degree 


in 1862. The same year he was gradu- 
ated from the General Theological Sem- 
inary, and in 1890 received the degree 
of D. D. from New York University. In 
1868 he married Miss Theresa Schief- 
felin of this city. 

Bishop Sabine was ordained a Deacon 
in the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
1862 and a priest in 1863 under Bishop 
Horatio Potter. He became assistant 
rector of St. George’s Chtirch in this 
city and from 1863 to 1866 was rector of 
the Church of the Covenant in Philadel- 
phia. Subsequently he was rector of the 
Church of the Atonement in New York. 
Bishop Sabine was one of the first to 
join the Reformed Episcopal Church, 
and in 1874 became rector of the First 
Reformed Episcopal Church, now at 
Madison Avenue and Fifty-fifth Street. 
He was made Bishop of the New York 
and Philadelphia Synod in 1902.

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WINS TOD CUP RACE 


New York Yacht Club Fleet 
Sails Around Cape Cod in 
85-Mile Run. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Aug. 11.— 
The race for the Tod Cup by four of 
the old schooners of the New York 
Yacht Club, around Cape Cod to-day, 
and sailed for more than half the dis- 


tance in half a gale of wind, was won 
by the Corona, built in 183 as a pros- 
pective cup defender and owned by 
Cleveland H. Dodge of New York. Tne 
flagship Sea Fox drifted across the tin- 
ish line, the second boat, an hour after 
sunset. About the same time the Ka- 
trina was rounding Race Point, while 
the Endymion, after leading the fleet 
for nearly halt the distance, was almost 
becalmed oft the famous Peaked Hill 
bars. 

The yachts were blown down Nan- 
tucket Sound and. over the dreaded 
Shoals by a thirty-knot northwester, 
and until mid-afternoon the fleet had a 
stiff thrash down the cape shore against 
the breeze. Toward nignt, however, the 
wind slackened, and an hour before sun- 
set all the yachts were practically be- 
calmed. 

The squalls of yesterday and the gale 
to-day served to scatter ine fieet, which 
began leaving Vineyard Haven Sunday 
forenoon, and many of the yachts kept 
on to Marbichead. The squadron in 
this old tishing harbor to-night was the 
Smallest since the cruise started last 
Wednesday, but it included nearly all 
the fifty-footers and half a dozen 
schooners besides those which took part 
in the race to-day. 

The fleet will make a run of forty 
miles across Massachusetts Bay to-mor- 
row to Marblehead, the incentive being 
the cups offered by Commodore Dallas 
B. Pratt. 

The murky conditions of yesterday had 
blown far off shore when four contend- 
ers hoisted sail to-day for the eighty- 
five-mile race aren Cape Cod for the 
cup offered by Capt. Robert P. Tod.

Stocks Close Strong on Sharp 
Advance——Underwriting 
Union Pacific Offer. 


Stocks were taken freely during the 
final hour of trading yesterday. Most 
ofthe leading issues closed on a vig- 
orous advance. Some of the net gains 
were noteworthy, particularly the 2% 
point advance in United States Steel, the 
1% gained by Union Pacific and the rise 
of 35% points in Canadian Pacific. The 
movement was in keeping with the re- 
cent tendency which has been displayed 
among other ways by the resistance 
shown to the unfavorable news of last 
week regarding the corn crop. The mar- 
ket yesterday had the advantage of 
favorable news. from that quarter, for a 
good deal of rain fell over Sunday in 
the corn belt, although the rainfall did 
not reach all of the corn States. That 
news had something to do with the 
strength - which stocks showed, for 
it lessened the restraint which adverse 
crop news had been putting on the for- 
ward movement in prices. 

The matter which attracted most at- 
tention, however, was thé announcement 
of the price at which the Union Pacific 
stockholders are offered the right to 
subscribe to Southern Pacific cer- 
tificates arid the news that arrange- 
ments were all but completed for the 
underwriting of this offer by a syndicate 
of large membership and very great re- 
sources. The understanding that no 
serious obstacles were being encountered 
in forming this syndicate was itself re- 
assuring. It was the sort of develop- 
ment calculated to stimulaté optimism 
among traders, for it was assumed that 
along with the organization of this syn- 
dicate would go a certain amount of 
support for the stocks directly con- 
cerned, a8 one means at ready command 
to insure the success of the offering. In- 
asmuch as the certificates, which carry 
3 per cent. of accrued dividends, are 
offered to the Union Pacific sharehold- 
ers at the price at which Southern Pa- 
cific stock was selling when the an- 
nouncement was made, it was natural 
that Southern Pacific itself should have 
been put under some selling pressure, 
It exerted influente enough to cause a 
fractional net loss in this stock decline 
of which was in marked contrast 
with the general movement of prices, 
and particularly with the smart advance 
in Union Pacific. The terms of the 
Secuthern Pacific underwriting were-not 
formally announced, but it is understood 
that the syndicate members will receive 
@ compensation of 2% per cent. in ad- 
dition to which the Union Pacific will 
make an allowance to the managers of 
the syndicate. The terms, which, under 
the decree of the court, are to govern 
distribution of the Union Pacific's 
Southern Pacific holdings through the 
medium of these certificates will neces- 
sarily result in a considerable shifting 
of interest among. Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacifie stockholders. The 
holder of these certificates who is also 
a holder of Union. Pacific must dispose 
of one or the other. That process, how- 
ever, is to be extended over a period of 
nearly fwo and a half years. Which 
method the Union Pacifie stockholder 
may choose to liquidate the certificates 
to which he is now receiving the right 
to subscribe will depend upon a variety 
of factors, some of which cannot in any 
way be determined gt this time. _ There 
must, however, exist*a close relation be- 
tween the market position of these two 
stocks until the liquidation of these cer- 
tificates has been -completed. 

A further advance in Government 2 
per cent. bonds in over-the-counter trad- 
ing carried them up to 99, which ts the 
highest price at which they have sold 
since the recent low prices were made. 
Inquiries reaching bond dealers in this 
city showed that a number of national 
banks throughout the country are still 
disposed to bring up their bond-secured 
circulation to 40 per cent. of their capi- 
tal, to establish themselves to that ex- 
tent in the eligible list for an increase in 
Government deposits. What has been 
heard here regarding the Treasury’s 
plans in connection with the distribution 
of the $50,000,000 which is to be added 
to. the public deposits during the next 
three months indicates that the Treas- 
ury is taking several steps as part of 
this general transaction, which are in- 
tended to uphold the market for the 2 
per cent. bonds. It igs understand that 
it has been made plain to the bankers 
desiring a share of this additonal cash 
that they must in the first instance 
have outstanding at least 40 pet cent. 
of their authorized circulation and that 
they will probably be required to pledge 
2 per cent. bonds ag security for the ad- 
ditional deposits to the extent of 10 per 
cent. of the amount allotted. It is also 
understood that it has been made clear 
to the bankers that the Treasury will 
discourage any effort on the part of 
national banks seeking this additional 
Treasury cash to transfer any 2 per 
cent. bonds from circulation to deposit 
account. This would bar any national 
bank which already has more than 40 
per cent. of its authorized circulation, 
outstanding from releasing some of its 
surplus bonds from circulation to pledge 
them as security for Government de- 
posits. Some of the buying of 2 per 
cent. bonds during the last few days 
has represented the repurchase by na- 


tional banks of bonds lately sold by 
them at lower — They have been 
influenced in thig change of position by 
the suggestions. made by the Treasury 
in connection with the proposed increase 


in the Government's deposits in the na- 
tional banks.

Union Pacific Rights. 


When the Union Pacific Directors an- 
nounced yesterday that the Southern 
Pacific shares, or the certificates of in- 
terest representing them, would be of- 
fered to Union Pacific holders at 92, the 
Stock Exchange at once announced that 
the “rights” accruing had been admit- 
ted to listing. The expected active 
market in the rights did not material- 
ize, however. On tthe Curb market, 
where rights are usually handled for 
the first few hours or days after their 
creation, the brokers have a clientele 
that appears more ready to take chance 
than the customers of the Stock Ex- 
change houses. It is usually possible to 
get a bid. and asked price on expected 
rights on the Curb before anything def- 
inite is known about the offer on which 
they are based, It was reported on the 
floor yesterday, afternoon that the Union 
Pacific rights were quoted at 47 cents, 
but the official sheet showed no record 
of any transactions at that or any other 
price.

A Problematical Value. 


Southern Pacific shares closed at 2 
yesterday, or just the price at which 
the $88,000,000 will be offered to hold- 
ers of Union Pacific. The stock re- 
leased by the Union Pacific Company 
and held by the Central Trust Company 
for exchange when the certificates are 
turned in with the proper disclaimer of 
interest in Union Pacific stock had an 
advantage of $3 a share over the rest 
of Southern Pacific outstanding on July 
1, when two dividends of 1% per cent. 
had accrued, and this will have been in- 
creased to $4 a share by Sept. 2, when 
the allotment is made. In other words, 
the net cost of the certificates for South- 
ern Pacific shares offered to Union. Pa- 
cific shareholders will be 88 On that 
basis, if the market price is still at 9z, 
the right attached Yo one share ot 
Union Pacific will be worth about $1, 
since one share of Southern Pacific can 
be bought for every 3.7 shares of Union 
owned. Investors were quick to recall 
that when the previous offering of 
Southern Pacific at par was made the 
price of Southern Pacific in the open 
market soon fell to that figure, and 
eventually 11 points further, so that the 
proposed rights vanished: Market con- 
ditions were much less favorable then 
than now, and if an organized effort 1s 
to be made to keep Southern Pacific 
around its present price it should re- 
quire much less buying than would 
have been called forth to keep South- 
ern Pacific ‘‘pegged’’ at par a few 
months ago.

The Market’s Strong Finish. 


The, stock market closed yesterday 
with the most impressive demonstration 
of strength and activity seen in many 
a week. Until. the final quarter hour 
of,the session trading proceeded in a 
humdrum fashion, and it would have 
been difficult to point out a feature in 
the period to distinguish the day from 
other dull days of the Summer. Around 
2:45 o’clock, as though in response to 
@ preconceived arrangement, a number 
of the largest commission houses be- 
gan to buy. They went after Steel in 
big blocks. Union Pacific was practi- 
cally neglected, but Reading, Amalga- 
mated, Smelters, and most of the other 
leading speculative issues quickly at- 
tracted a heavy demand, and prices 
moved forward with vim. A lot of 
stock, apparently, was taken up by a 
startled short interest, but the retreat 
of the shorts was looked upon as a 
secondary factor in causing the ad- 
vance. The fact that the “ talent,’’ as 
the best-known brokerage firms are col- 
lectively designated on the board, were 
buying all around the room encouraged 
operations of traders on the long side, 
and many followers of the market left 
the Street more bullishly disposed to- 
ward stocks than they had been in the 
morning.

Making Vacation Expenses, 


The spurt in Steel toward the end of 
the session brought quick and fairly ex- 
tensive profits to those traders who were 
agile in getting in and out. Others who 
had guessed correctly in advance what 
prices were going to do also added ma- 
terially to their income. A prominent 
floor trader traveling in Europe, made 
enough to meet the expenses of his va- 
cation, according to a story heard in 
the Street after thé market closed. 
He cabled over an order to buy 1,000 
shares at 62% and sell them at 68%. 
The order was filled both ways by a 
friend, who charged him $2 per hundred 
shares commission. His profit was 1% 
pcints, or $1,375, of which the broker 
who executed the orders extracted $40 
for his work.

The School for Admiration. 

Many a good advertising man has been 
turned from his natural vocation by a 
call from the people that he represent 
them in Congress. ‘‘ Leave to print,” 
a mailing list, and an electrotype of 
his signature are ali the tools that a 
Congressman needs for exploiting his 
work in the public welfare. Take the 
recent case of the Kansas representa- 
tive who was accorded the privilege ot 
the floor for an attack upon the Stock 
Exchange. It is said that there is not 2 
home in Kansas, no matter how humble, 
which cannot boast a copy of that no- 
ble effort, franked there by its maker. 
Furthermore, something of the Wash- 
ington atmosphere was attached to each 
printed page by a little editing. At the 
close of a particularly stirring. para- 
graph the printer inserted ‘‘ applause.”’

COMMODITIES MARKETS: 


Confusion of sentiment among trad- 
ers, resultant from conflicting weather 
reports in\ dry regions of the South- 
west, brought erratic price movements 
in the corn market yesterday. Quota- 
tions broke more than a cent a bushel 
in early operations, but a gradual re- 


covery followed, which reduced losses 
one-half before the ‘close. Wheat was! 
easy and quiet. Cotton scored a good 
advance, after the call, but slowed 
down later and closed practically un- 
changed. Provisions gained some 
round. Active selling depressed cot- 
onseed oil. 


WHEAT. 
Prices in the wheat market were slightly 
lower around the opening, owing to the sharp 


early break In corn and influenced by rather 
heavy markets abroad and reports of liberal 
offerings of native wheat on the Continent, 
as well as more favorable weather in Russia 
and Australia. Offerings during the day 
proved small, however, and prices rallied and 
closed steady at net unchanged to, 4c higher. 
There was an absence of aggressive trading 
either way, and price changes were narrow. 
Bears were inclined to be conservative, and 
there was some fear expressed of the proba- 
bility of a wet harvest in the Northwest, 
where weather conditions were again un- 
settled with showers. 

Receipts at interior points, while not as 
heavy as last week, were still liberal, and 
the visible supply in the United States in- 
creased 3,868,000 bushels, compared with an 
increase of 4,593,000 last week and a de- 
crease of 678,000 last year. The total visible 
is now 41,546,000, compared with 16,088,000 a 
year ago. 

The increased offerings in Hurope have ap- 
perently taken the edge off the export de- 
mand, and no sales were reported during the 
day, although wheat is moving out liberally 
on old purchases, and clearances from sea- 
board ports were 1,232,000 bushels, compared 
with 348,000 last year. World’s exports for 
the week were 12,800,000 bushels, compared 
with 9,392,000 the previous week and 10,096,- 
000 last year. Advices from Chicago said 
that it was reported there that a cable had 
been received from Argentina reporting frost, 
but that little stock was taken in the theory 
of frost damage to wheat at this time of the 
year. In the iocal market No. 2 red Winter 
wheat was quoted at 98c, cost, insurance, 
and freight, New York, export basis, and 
9416c, free on board, to arrive; No. 1 North- 
ern Duluth, 97\4c, free on board, afloat.

CLEAN-UP WORKERS 
BROKE HEALTH LAW 


Three Arvarne Women Active in 
Sanitary Crusade Them- 
selves Failed to Obey Code. 


WARNED BY MAGISTRATE 


Borough Officials, Accused by 


Women, Sought Revenge, Said 
Defendants’ Lawyer. 


Three women and one man, who are 
among the most activé workers in a 
movement recently inaugurated in Ar- 
verne to keep the streets clean and to 
have the garbage removed daily, were 
themselves found guilty yesterday in 
the Jamaica Police Court of having vio- 
lated the Sanitary Code. 

The clean-up movement was started 
several weeks ago by prominent wo- 
men of Arverne. They said collecting 
garbage three times a week as the bor- 
ough officials did was not enough, and 
that to leave the streets Httered with 
papers and refuse, as they accused 
those officials of doing, was intolerable. 
So they invited all the residents to 
contribute $1 each, and mgst of them 
did. With this money the streets were 
cleaned, sixteen big tin refuse cans were 
purchased and placed at. prominent 
street corners, and arrangements were 
made for a private collection of garbage 
every day. Then the organization in- 
vited Borough President Connolly of 
Queens to look Arverne over. 

“You won’t know the place it’s so 
much cleaner,’ said the women. 

Mr. Connolly accepted the invitation, 
made a tour of inspection, and praised 
the women on their civic pride and ac- 
complishments. A few days later the 
women were surprised to learn that sev- 
eral Health Department Inspectors were 
re an inspection of Arverne. 

“Why, it isn’t possible that théy’ll 
find anything we overlooked!” ex- 
claimed the leader .of the clean-up 
league. 

But the inspectors .did. They found 
several uncovered garbage pails stand- 
ing in front of houses. So the in- 
spectors issued summonses and the five 
appeared in court yesterday. One of 
them was Morris Berkowitz of Jessica 
Avenue and Story Place, whose wife is 
president of the clean-up’ society, and at 
whose home a meeting is to be held to- 
morrow night. The others were Mrs. 
Regina Stark of 1 Remington Avenue, 
Charles Levine of Alexander ‘Avenue, 
Mrs. Johannah Ottens of the Boulevard, 
and Mrs. Bertha Prince of the South 
Side Boulevard, all but one of whom 
are enthusiastic workers in the organi- 
zation. 

The workers were defended by Miss 
Irene D. Ottens, a woman lawyer, with 
offices at 620 Boulevard. She told of 
the good work done in upholding the 
Sanitary Code and improving condi- 
tions left unnoticed by the borough of- 
ficials. Magistrate Miller found all the 
defendants guilty, and suspended sen-

PRESSMEN GO ON STRIKE. 


Resumption of Labor Troubles in 
Plant of Doubleday, Page & Co. 


It became known last night that twen- 
ty-two union pressmen and press feed- 
ers employed at the plant of Doubleday, 
Page & Co., at Garden City, had gone 
on strike. William F. Ehrhardt, Presi- 
dent of Printing Pressmen’s Union 51, 
said the trouble had come about be- 
cause union men were discriminated 
against. Four or five, he said, had been 
discharged without cause. On the other 
hand, Russell Doubleday, while confirm- 
ing the report of labor troubles, asserted 
that no men had been discharged be- 
cause they were union men. It was well 
known, he said, that the plant was an 
open shop. Frank N, Doubleday, Presi- 
dent of the firm, said that of the twen- 
ty-two, seventeen were boys employed 
as feeders and five were pressmen, He 
said that the truuble had come about be- 
cause, at the instigation of a delegate 


from New York, the twenty-two had 
demanded a closed shop. 

William H. Page, a Director of the 
company, was named as Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’s by President 
Wilson in the Spring, and immediately 
a controversy arose which culminated 
with a request for his recall on the 
ground that he was an opponent of or- 
ganized labor. 

According to the Ehrhardt version of 
the present trouble, a committee culled 
upon the firm to protest against the dis- 
charge of several men and was refused 
an interview. Then, he said, ythe union 
men were told that they were not 
wanted, and a lockout was declared 
against them. On Friday, he said, the 
company offered ¢o take some of the 
men back, but the union men refused 
the offer ‘and declared a strike. 

President Doubleday replied that 
there was no lockout. There were per- 
haps 140 men employed in the press- 
room, he said, and the action of the 
twenty-two was unimportant. 


NOW THEY TALK GAYNOR. 


Indication of Tammany’s Purpose 
to Renominate the Mayor. 


While there was no outward evidence 
yesterday that Tammany was consid- 
ering the renomination of Mayor Gay- 
nor, there was indication in the way of 
talk by district leaders that such was 
Tammany’s purpose. It is known that 
several district leaders have journeyed 
to Good Ground ‘recently and obtained 
the tip from Leader Charles F. Murphy 
that the Mayor was the best candidate 
in sight for Tammany, and that he 
would undoubtedly be renominated.

Property Worth $30,000 Held by 
Vogel Identified by Victims. 


The appraisal of the estate of Joseph 
Vorndran or Henry Vogel, as he was 
known to the police, was filed in the 
Surrogates’ Court yesterday. This was 
the last chapter in the sordid story of 
a notorious criminal and Fagin, -who, 
when he was run to earth by the police 
on Nov. 18, in the Elsmere Hotel, at 
161st Street and Courtland Avenue, shot 
seven of his pursuers and was killed with 
a woman known as “‘ Lottie,’’ who posed 
as his wife.

As none 
of his relatives could be found and crim- 
inal charges could not be brought against 
a dead man, there at first seemed no 
way of gaining entrance to the vault. 
Edgar J. Bernheimer, a lawyer of 10 
Wall Street, who sought to identify 
articles stolen by Vogel from his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Mae Bernheimer, was told} 
of this difficulty and solved it by hav- 
ing Mrs. Bernheimer appointed adminis- 
tratrix of the estate as a creditor. Un- 
der her order in this capacity, the po- 
lice were allowed to open the box. 

The box contained fifty-seven articles 
of jewelry and stocks and bonds stolen 
from the home of Alfred J. Stern of 
1,864 Seventh Avenue by the woman 
known as Lottie, who had been employed 
as cook there. It was by tracing this 
woman after the Stern robbery that the 
police picked up Vogel’s trail. Of the 
$30,000 worth of jewelry and furnish- 
ings found in Vogel’s rooms, all except 
$50 worth were identified by their real 
owners. The true assets of his estate 
came from furniture in Vogel’s flat at 
529 West 15lst Street. This had appar- 
ently been bought by the thief.

SUICIDE NOTE FAILED 


TO FOOL THIS WIFE 


Mrs. Weilbrenner Played De- 
tective After Husband Left. 
Bag on Brooklyn Bridge. 


CLUE FROM A YOUNG WOMAN 


Trall Led to Boarding House Up- 
State, Where Wife Surprised the 
Missing Man at Breakfast. 


A week ago William H. Weilbrenner 
of Clinton and Bergen Avenues, Ja- 
maica, who until recently had been 
foreman of the Belmont Park race track 
during the last season, left a suitcase 
on the Brooklyn Bridge, together with 
a note intimating, so the police inter- 
preted it, that he was about to commit 
suicide. But instead of donning widow's 
weeds Mrs. Weilbrenner did a little de- 
tective work and discovered that her 
husband, before disappearing from 
home, drew a _ considerable sum of 
money from a Jamaica bank, collected 
several outstanding debts, tried hard to 
sell his automobile, and withdrew his 
silver-mounted shaving mug from his 
barber’s shop. 

None of these facts looked like the 
activities of one on suicide bent, so 
pane Weilbrenner enlisted the aid of 
Detective Dennis J. Killane of Jamaica, 
who soon learned that in spite of Well- 
brenner’s reputation as one devoted to 
wife and children and home he had 
been spending much time with a young 
woman of Queens. 

The detective was introduced to this 
young woman, and during, a walk with 
her-gained possession of her handbag. 
On searching it he was rewarded by 
finding a note addressed to the young 
woman by “ R. S. Walker.’’ 

‘My dearest darling,’ it began, and 
its punctuation was little crosses. It 
gave the recipient detailed instructions 
for going to Troy by boat, thence by 
train to West Sands Lake, where the 
writer said he was stopping at the 
boarding house of Miss Anna Ferguson. 
Mrs. Weilbrenner identified the hand- 
writing as that of her missing husband. 

Last Friday Killane and Mrs. Well- 
brenner, the latter with her face hidden 
in a voluminous automobile veil, trav- 


led to West Sands Lake, and, posing 
as brother and sister, registered at the 
boarding house. The next morning as 
they entered the dining room they found 
Weilbrenner enjoying breakfast at a 
corner table, laughing and joking with 
other guests. But he quickly drooped 
when, removing her veil, his wife said: 

“Well, William, I see you're still alive 
and well.” 

Then Killane stepped up and arrested 
the husband on a warrant charging 
abandonment. Owing to legal formali- 
ties, Killane was unable to bring his 
prisoner back to New York at once, so 
he lodged him in the Rensselaer County 
Jail and returned alone, leaving Mrs. 
Weilbrenner at West Sands Lake. Kil- 
lane got word yesterday that he might 
have his prisoner, and left last night 
for Rensselaer County.

MUFFLER TO STOP SKIDDING 


Exhaust Restia Rorek. Force Sand Under 
Rear Wheels of Autos. 


Not long ago in these columns was 
described an English device for prevent- 
ing skidding by forcing sand under the 
rear wheels of an automobile as soon 


as lateral motion began. This principle 
had already been anticipated oD this | 
country, it seems, by an invention of | 
Benjamin Douglass, Jr., a lawyer of 
this city, which uses the muffler as a 
skid preventer. Mr. Douglass is an en- | 
thusiastio automobilist and after a num- 
ber of unpleasant experiences of slipping 
and skidding in wet weather he deter- 
mined to work out some method of | 
giving the car a more secure footing | 
under conditions of this kind. His pat- 
ent, which was allowed in March, con- 
tains this descriptive clause as claim 
number one; 


The combination in an automobile of an 
explosion engine, an ordinary muffler, a 
secondary muffler comprising a closed re- 
ceptacle normally partly filled with sand 
into which exploded gases are discharged’ 
and substantially silenced, connections from 
the explosion engine to both the mufflers, 
and connections from tha secondary muf- 
fler to convey the substantially silenced 
gases and some of the sand in front of and 
,on either side of one or both of the driv- 
ing wheels of the automobile. 


The secondary muffler which is the 
crux of the device is provided with one 
or more slotted pipes, and sand is forced 
through these by the exhaust gases into 
the path of the rear wheels at the will 
of the driver. Still another anti-skid- 
ding device using sand was patented by 
Lester Samuels in November. In this 
case the sand is forced on to the tires 
instead of on the ground in front of 
them, on the principle that in this way 
it can not be wasted and escape the 
slippery areas. 
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Those who incline to thrills in con- 
nection with motoring may now try @ 
new sport, called motor cycle leaping, 
which has been developed by an em- 
ploye of one of the big rubber com- 
panies at Akron, Ohio. The sport is 
like ski jumping to the extent that it 
is performed on a down grade, and 
the leap takes its inception at a mound. 
In the case of motor cycle leaping this 
is furnished by an ordinary water bar 
or “ thank you, marm.’ ‘he faster the; 
speed the further the leap. By taking 
a down grade at a emart rate, and 
jumping the machine with his knees | 
when the water bar was reached the 
originator of this sport recently made 
leaps of from 20 to 24 feet at a maxi- 
mum height of 18 inches. One of the | 
vital things for the rider to remember | 
is not to apply his brakes while in the 
air, for if he should land with brakes | 
set an ugly spill over the handle-bars | 
would almost certainly result. Motor- | 
cycle leaping may be practiced on the | 
level as well as on down grade, a raised 
section of the road being the sine qua 
non, The greatest distances, however, 
can be made downhill.

FUNSTON FAINTS AT DESK. 


Victim of Conditions in Old Mercer 
Street Station. 


Police Lieut. William Funston of the 
Mercer Street Station, soon after he re- 
ported for desk duty yesterday morn- 
ing, threw up his hands and dropped to 
the floor. Dr. Sawyer of St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, after an examination, said 
that Funston had merely fainted.
